W a sh in g t o n , Septem ber 21st.—Secretary 
Bayard was inform ed late this afternoon, 
by a cablegram from M inister Denby, that 
the Chinese treaty has been rejected by the 
Im perial G overnm ent. 
T his set at rest all 
doubts respecting Cleveland's approval of 
the Chinese exclusion bill, w hich was 
aken to the Executive M ansion by Rep­ 
resentative Kilgore, C hairm an of the Com­ 
m ittee on Enrolled Bills. 
The inquiry propounded yesterday by 
Representative Morrow and M cKenna re­ 
specting the action of this com m ittee in 
failing to prom ptly send enrolled bills to 
the President, bare its fruits. 
Kilgore, 
who. it is averred, was holding back the 
bill at the request of the President, in order 
that the A dm inistration m ight have an op­ 
portunity to com m unicate with lienbv, 
dared not evade his plain duty longer, and 
he took the bill to the Executive M ansion 
this m orning. 
Secretary Bayard believes that the treaty 
would have been ratitied but for theam eud- 
m ents insisted upon by the Senate. W ith­ 
out these am endm ents the treaty would 
have been worthless. 
The Secretary of 
State, however, is of the opinion that the 
treaty should have been ratified just as it 
was negotiated by the A dm inistration. 


WHAT SENATOR STEWART SAYS. 
Senator Stewart, in a conversation with 
your correspondent to-night sa id : " I am 
gratified at the inform ation you bring, that 
the Cninese G overnm ent has refused to 
accept the Senate am endm ents to the treaty. 
This shows distinctly—w hat I have be­ 
lieved ail the tim e—that they were not act­ 
ing in good faith in m aking the original 
treaty. 
The Chinese M inister wrote to 
B.iyard, on receipt of the am endm ents, that 
they did not change the m eaning of the 
treaty, as signed by the Chinese M inister 
and the President and sent to the Senate. 
T his inform ation was conveyed to the Sen­ 
ate before the am endm ents were adopted, 
and it was generally understood that the 
treaty wonld be im m ediately ratified by the 
Chinese Government. The Chinese M in­ 
ister here was undoubtedly ignorant of the 
schemes of the Six Companies and others 
interested in im porting Chinese to evade 
the treaty, and he did not see the incon­ 
venience of the Senate am endm ents. B ut 
these am endm ents, together w ith the law 
that was passed, and which the Chinese 
G overnm ent has know n for some time, u n ­ 
doubtedly made it inconvenient to im port 
Chinese, and consequently they have re­ 
jected the treaty. N othing better coaid 
have 
happened, and 
nothing is more 
absurd 
than 
lor 
the 
Government 
of the U nited States to ask any country the 
privilege oí saying who m ay come and re­ 
side in the U nited States. The abrogation 
of the right to protect American laborers 
from Chinese competition and American 
civilization from Chinese population, by 
our Government, has been tolerated too 
long. 
The bill just sent to the President is 
the first unequivocal assertion of the sover­ 
eign right of tiie United States to legislate 
for the people of this country, a3 against 
the coming of Chinese. The President has 
no alternative now. 
H e m ust sign this 
bill, however distasteful it may be to him , 
and it is to be hoped that there will be no 
more filibustering or trickery to preven t 
legislation to stop all Chinese laborers from 
entering this country. 


REPRESENTATIVE m'k ENNA SAID: 
‘'T his is the best piece of news I have 
heard in years. The people of m y State 
could not have been suited better. 
The 
bill will be signed by the President. It was 
in alm ost every respect sim ilar to the bills 
introduced in the House by Republican 
m em bers heretofore, but which the Demo­ 
crats refused to pass. 
Howevér, I do not 
care w ho gets the credit so long as we get 
rid of the Chinese.” 


MORROW INTERVIEWED. 
“The rejection of the treaty is a good 
thing.” said Morrow, ‘ and those of the P a­ 
cific slope w ill be im m ensely pleased. The 
treaty was not at all satisfactory to them , 
and there could be nothing better for them 
than its rejection. Nothiug rem ains now 
but for the President to sign the bill, and 
the sooner he does it the better.” 
In answer to a question he said th at it 
was his idea that the President would ap­ 
prove the til! on Monday or Tuesday. H e 
would not state just w hy the treaty was 
rejected, but presum ed that the Chinese 
Governm ent took um brage at the clause 
preventing the return of Chinam en who 
held certificates.

W a sh in g t o n, September 21st.—The his­ 
toric old flagship H artford will soon be a 
thing of the past. Senator Hale, Chairm an 
of the Naval Committee, said to-day that it 
had been decided to take no actioD on the 
bill appropriating $100,000 for the repaii of 
the vessel. The committee, he said, was 
opposed to expending such a large sum on 
a vessel which, when completed, would be 
practically of no value. Such vessels as 
the H aitford were as totally unfit for pres­ 
ent use as were Indian canoes in the day3 
of the H artford’s prime. The comm ittee 
did not think it wise to throw such a sum 
away on a sentim ent. 
They preferred 
rather to recom mend to the Senate that all 
the money be spent in building up a navy 
that would be of service in tim e of war in 
oompeting w ith the great navies of the 
world.

Allison to day inform ed your correspond­ 
ent that the tariff bill will be subm itted to 
the full Finance Committee next Saturday. 
It was intended to subm it it on Tuesday, 
the regular meeting day of the committee, 
but it was found to be impossible. To­ 
m orrow’s bearing will be granted to dele­ 
gations of sugar men, who do not like the 
outlook for their staple. N othing else, so 
Senator Allison says, rem ains to be done 
except a few tag-euds, which the com m it­ 
tee feel certain can be cleared up by the 
date nam ed. 
H e expressed great relief at 
the work being done, 
saying it 
was 
the biggest undertaking 
he had ever 
had 
a 
hand 
in. 
H e 
did 
not 
care to discuss the bill in detail, because it 
was subject to change when presented to 
the full committee. 
H s would say that all 
the Republicans sharing in the work of 
preparation felt a pardonable pride in the 
m easure. H e said he had no doubt w hat­ 
ever as to its ultim ately passing the Senate. 
T he m ajority of Democrats in the House 
still prophesy that the bill will never be re­ 
ported.

CONGRESSIONAL. 
P R O C E E D IN G S. 


T h e S e n a te . 


W a s h in g t o n , September 21st. — In the 
benate to-day Stewart introduced a bill 
regulating tbe presentation o f bills and 
joint resolutions to the President of the 
United States. 
Referred to the Committee 
on Rules. 
[It makes it the duty of the 
Speaker of the House aud the President of 
the Senate to have bills and joint resolu­ 
tions presented forthwith to the President 
in person and have the matter reported to 
the respective Houses ] 
Stewart also offered a resolution, reciting 
the statements iu the public press that the 
presentation of bills to tbe President was 
frequently delayed several days, sometimes 
weeks, by the HouseCommitteeon Enrolled 
Bills, resolving that the Senate, as a branch 
of the legislative department of the Gov- 
eminent, falls the attention of the House 
to such delsys and calk pn the House to ye- ¡ 


quire its officers to present such bills w ith­ 
out unnecessary delay. 
The House bill to make the Departm ent 
of Agriculture one of the Executive De­ 
partm ents of the Government was taken 
up, the question being on the am endm ent 
to strike out the fifth section, which trans­ 
fers the W eather Bureau to the D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture. 
Chandler expressed him self as w illing to 
vote for the bill, foreseeing, however, that 
it would result in the establishm ent—which 
he would favor—of a Departm ent of N a­ 
tional Industries. 
Reagan sent to the Clerk’s desk and had 
read a substitute which he desired to offer 
for the whole bill. It was for the creation 
of a Departm ent of Industry, and would, 
he said, embrace commerce, both internal 
and foreign, as well as the interests of agri­ 
culture aud commerce, which are insepara­ 
ble and interdependent. H e thought it 
would be a m istake to pass a bill on the 
subject that would omit either. 
The discussion was continued by Cali in 
favor of the transfer of the W eather Bureau, 
and by Senators W ilson of Iowa, Palm er, 
Saulsbury and H ale against it. 
Finally, a vote was taken on the am end­ 
m ent to strike out the fifth section of the 
bill. Agreed to—yeas 33, nay3 9. So the 
proposition to transfer the W eather Bureau 
to the D epartm ent of Agriculture was de­ 
feated. 
Reagan offered the substitute to w hich 
be previously referred, but it. was left on 
the"table and the bill was then passed. 
It provides that the Departm ent of A gri­ 
culture shall be an executive department 
under the supervision of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, who shall be appointed by the 
President, with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. There shall be an Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture, to be appointed 
by the P.esident, w ith the advice and con­ 
sent of tbe Senate, who shall perform such 
duties as may be required by law or 
prescribed by the Secretary. The Secretary 
of Agriculture shall receive the same sal­ 
ary as is paid to the Secretary of each of 
the executive departments, and the salary 
of the Assistant Secretary shall be the 
same as is now paid to the First Assistant 
Secretary of the D epartm ent of the In ­ 
terior. 
A Committee of Conference was ordered 
on disagreeing votes, and Senators Palm er, 
Sabin and George were appointed conferees 
on the part of the Senate. 
The conference report on the sundry 
civil appropriation bill was presented and 
agreed to. 
Stewart inquired w hat liad become of his 
am endm ent regarding ¡and and timber 
frauds. 
Allison replied th at the Senate conferees 
yielded on that point. 
Stewart then proceeded to restate his 
views on the subject. 
At the conclusion of his speech, Sherm an 
asked Allison w hether the conference re­ 
port covered all the m atters iu dispute be­ 
tween the two houses. 
Allison replied th at the question on 
which the conferees had been unable to 
agree was the am endm ent as to the new 
library building. 
Sherm an suggested that there was no 
sense in keeping up a controversy between 
the two houses as to the library building. 
The Senate could not agree to the House 
proposition to break a string of contracts 
aud m ake a new start. In his judgm ent, 
the only proper course was to drop the 
whole subject for the present. 
Allison made a statem ent of the position 
of the House aud Senate conferees and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the House proposi­ 
tion involved the entire suspension of 
w o tk n n til the next Congress. 
Mr. Hale, one of the conferees, expressed 
tbe belief that some plan could be agreed 
upon that would embody the two funda­ 
m ental ideas of each house—that of the 
House being that charge of the work shall 
be taken away from the present manage­ 
m ent, and that oí the Senate being that 
there shall be no unreasonable delay in the 
construction of the building. 
Sherm an moved to instruct the Senate 
conferees that if the conferees of the two 
bouses cannot agree, the Senate conferees 
shall propose that the text of the House 
bill (disagreed to by the Senate), be stricken 
out of the bill. 
This motion was agreed to, and the con­ 
ferees on the part of the Senate—Allison, 
H ale and Cockrell—were reappointed. 
The Senate then adjourned till Monday. 
T h e H o u se . 
W a sh in g t o n. September 21st.—In the 
House this forenoon, Crain of Texas asked 
unanim ous consent to offer a resolution 
authorizing the Committee on Judiciary to 
report at any tim e for immediate consid­ 
eration the bill providing for the suppres­ 
sion and prevention of trusts. H e asked 
that the resolution be referred to tbe Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary. 
H opkins of New York objected. 
The Committee on Public L inds reported 
back the bill to suspend operations on the 
pre-emption, tim ber culture and desert 
land laws bill, so amended as to strike out 
all reference to the suspension of the laws 
and as amended passed. If now simply- 
provided that during the pending measures 
now before Congres.-; iu relation to the for­ 
feiture ot certain lands heretofore granted 
by Congress to railroad corporations, and 
thereafter no act done by any such corpora­ 
tion 6ball in anywise eularge the right or 
claim of such corporation to any lands 
covered by any sura grant or dim inish any 
right now existing in the U nited States to 
declare forfeiture. This provision is not to 
be construed to in any wise cflect or waive 
any right now existing in behalf of the 
United States to declare the forfeiture of 
any lands embraced in any such grant. 
The House then went into Commitee of 
the W hole on the private calendar. 
The committee having arisen, the House 
passed a num ber of private bills and took 
a recess, the evening recess to be for the 
consideration of private pension bills. 
A t the evening session Bingham of Penn­ 
sylvania called up the bill granting a pen­ 
sion to the widow of General Sheridan,"and 
on this occasion Cheaid of Indiana was the 
objector, and as he insisted upon his point 
of no quorum the bill was withdrawn. 
Subsequently Bingham asked unanim ous 
consent to have the bill m ade the special 
order for December Gth, bnt to this proposi­ 
tion Kilgore of Texas objected. 
T hirty private pension bills were passed, 
and the House, at 10:30, adjourned until 
Monday.

September 21st.—All the 
Bad memories of the fatal Jeannette Arctic 
expedition were revived in the House to­ 
day while the bill for the relief of W illiam 
N inderm ann was up. H e was one of the 
few survivors of that ill-fated crew. He 
was down on the ship’s books as an ordi­ 
nary seaman, whereas he shipped as a car­ 
penter. 
For four years he had a bill 
before Congress for the difference of pay 
due him . It was a sm all amount, in all 
only four hundred and odd dollars, but as 
he had been in actual w ant the passage of 
tbe bill will come as a small fortune. He 
now lives in Brooklyn dependent, to a 
large degree, on the charity of relatives.

A CO LO H A D O R IO T . 


L iv e ly B a ttle B e tw e e n tb e F o rc e s o f R iv a l

D enver, September 21st.—An Aspen, 
Col., special se j's: Trouble has been brew­ 
ing here for several days between the Iiio 
G rande and Midland Railways over the 
right of way up Ute Aveuue into the 
canyon, which it is believed both desire as 
an outlet for their road over the range into 
U tah. 
The Ilio Grande on W ednesday began 
laying tracks up the street, aud had almost 
reached the base of the m ountain before 
the M idland discovered what was going on. 
They at once bey in laying tracks in the 
satne direction, and sw oreout an injunction 
against the Rio Grande to discontinue the 
work. The m atter was brought before the 
Council, and it was then discovered that 
the city had granted tbe right of way to the 
Midland, and consequently the Rio Grande 
was ordered to stop. They paid no atten­ 
tion to the order. 


A PITCHED BATTLE. 
The M idland Company continued the 
work, and yesterday, when the track was 
laid alm ost to the Rio Grande track. Presi­ 
dent Scott, of the M idland, at the head of 
200 men, charged the Rio Grande cam, 
loaded with railroad iron that obstructed 
the avenue, w ith President Scott in the 
front rank. 
The m en yelled, “ For the Colorado M id­ 
land !” and tried to board the Rio Grand 
cars. Colonel Jesse H . W atters, who had 
about 150 Italians on his cars, said to his 
m en : 
“ Give ’em the best you’ve got in the 
shop, boys, and hold the fo rt!” 
W ith this 
the Italians raised their shovels and clubs, 
and the leader screamed : 


“ GARIBALDI AND LIBERTY !” 
The gang took up the cry, and with clubs 
and broad shovels rained blows on the 
heads of the M idland attacking party. Po- 
lica officers present commenced to arrest 
the M idland m en, and President Scott 
called his men off. 
The fight lasted only about eight m in­ 
utes, but w hat with the jabbering of the 
Italians, the rattling made by the descent 
of the shovels upon the heads of the Mid­ 
land men, and the cries and groans ci the 
wouuded, it was a very lively fight. 
The Sheriff is stili in possession of the 
point of intersection and the Rio Grande 
train standing at the place, having taken 
possession after the battle. 
Agent W atters, of the Rio Grande, is be­ 
ing tried for contem pt of Court. 
The 
charge is founded upon his refusal to clear 
the street, as ordered by the Court, follow­ 
ing which refusal the battle occurred. 
A warrant for the arrest of President 
John Scott, of the Midland, is out, he hav­ 
ing led the attacking forces. 


MORE ARRESTS. 
L a t e r.—Sixteen of the Rio Grande men 
have just been arrested on State warrants, 
charging them w ith riot. Colonel Jesse H. 
W atters, com m ander of the forces, heads 
the list, the others being men whom he 
armed on W ednesday night to take forcible 
possession of the intersection over which 
the M idland-Rio Grande war has been 
raging.

T H E T E L L O W P E ST IL E N C E . 


Excitem ent a t Jackson, Miss.—Rum or Of 
Another Case in New York. 
M e m p h is (Tenn.), September 2Ut.—All 
railroads leading into this city will be no­ 
tified to-morrow not to sell tickets for 
Memphis, as no tram will be allowed to 
come nearer the city than ten miles, and a 
cordon of armed pickets will guard the 
direct roads, and no one will be allowed to 
enter. The sentiment here is that Memphis 
can better afford to spend $100,000 to keep 
tbe city free of infected persons than to 
have even one case of fever, which would 
cost ber merchants millions of dollar* in 


the loss of trade, not counting the lives of 
citizens which would be jeopardized. 
Tbis same feeling pervades throughout 
the State of Louisiana. Mississippi, Tennes­ 
see and Alabama, and extends into K en­ 
tucky. 
Every town aud city in the States 
named, from "Cairo, 111., and south to New 
Orleans, have established a strict quaratine 
against infected points, and in m any in ­ 
stances against the world. 
A shotgun quarantine prevails along the 
line of the Illinois Central from New 
Orleans to Fulton, Ky.. and trains are not 
allowed to stop at any station between Cairo 
and Canton, Miss. 
A regular panic seems to have seized the 
people, especially 
the sm aller 
interior 
towns, where non-intere >nrse is watched 
and arm ed guards watch the roads leading 
to those places. 


THE EPIDEMIC IN ALABLAMA.

M ontgom ery (Ala ), September 21st — 
Tbe news from Decatur, Ala., is bad. Tbe 
State H ealth Office:' reports from there sev­ 
eral new cases. 
The two cases reported 
yesterday are in a dying condition. The 
closest quarantine is" established against 
Decatur, and no trains are allowed to stop 
there.

C o n tro l o f O u r M a rk e t a n d A m e ric a n 
W a g e s, 
G eneral W . F. Draper, of Hopedale, 
Mass., arrived at New York Saturday, 
after a four m onth’s trip abroad and gave 
to an interview ing reporter some interest­ 
ing statem ents of the interest B ritish 
m anufacturers take in Democratic success 
in this country as follows: 
“Englishm en w ith whom I talked showed 
more interest in the American Presiden­ 
tial election than in their politics. 
As to 
the drift of public sentim ent, if you could 
poll England you would carry the elec­ 
tion unanimously for 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
I t is a fact—as you have heard— 
th at Englishmen look upon Cleveland as 
the apostle of free trade. 
You will find 
in England every paper, great and small, 
prophesying and hoping for the election of 
Cleveland. 
They believe th a t means the 
passage of th e M ills bill as the entering 
wedge to further reductions of duties upon 
their manufactured goods. 
W hy, it is 
surprising to note the unanim ity of opin­ 
ion upon this snbject. 
I t does not ob­ 
tain 
alone 
among 
those 
directly 
in­ 
terested— the 
manufacturers. 
English­ 
men always 
take an 
interest in 
the 
prosperity of their countrymen, and you 
will find the English shopkeeper arguing 
stoutly for the re-election of Cleveland and 
the inauguration of the free trade policy 
here which will benefit their m anufactur­ 
ing fellow-countrymen. 
It is really amus­ 
ing to read the English papers. One would 
get the impression from them th at about 
all the Republican party consists of in this 
country are bloated manufacturers, intent 
upon grinding down their employes to the 
lowest penny for their own advantage, to­ 
gether w ith those people who are fools 
enough to be duped by them and support 
the doctrines of the Republican party. 
E verything else in this country is the 
Democratic party. 
Honestly, it does me 
f 
ood to get back to this country, where 
can take up a paper giving the Republi­ 
can Bidé of the tarifl'question. E verything 
is the other way over there. 
It is just as 
I tell you. 
The thing has not been exag­ 
gerated. 
“Now as regards the argum ent th at a 
tariff' is needful for the protection of our 
manufacturing industries, let me give you 
a single comparison of wages paid to em ­ 
ployes here and in England. 
There is a 
shop in Oldham which is in substantially 
the same line of business as th at in which 
I am engaged in Hopedale— I mean the 
m anufacturing of cotton m achinery. 
The 


tw o shops each employ something over 
500 hands. 
In the Oldham shop they 
have 
improved 
m achinery largely of 
A merican design. 
In the Oldham shop 
the operatives, like our own, work very 
largely by the piece. 
The employes are 
mostly men, with some boys ot from 14 
to 18 years. 
The weekly payroll of the 
O ldham 
shop 
is 
a 
little 
le.-,s 
than 
.£500, averaging a little less than $4 85 
per 
week 
per 
man. 
In 
our 
H ope­ 
dale 
factory 
the 
weekly average 
per 
employe is $10 20. 
The overcrowded con­ 
dition of England keeps wages down there. 
U nder a protective tariff at least, if not 
because ol it, we pay greater wages to our 
employes in America. 
W ithout sufficient 
protection by a tariff to make up this dif- 
hnvucc .n wages, or without a correspond­ 
ing reduction in wages here, it would be 
absolutely impossible to carrv on here 
su. h a business as my own. 
Í ■’Tive vou 
this instance, this comparison of wages" in 
my own business, not as aa argum ent for 
the maintenance of a duty for mv personal 
benefit, but as a good illustration of the 
com parative conuition of thir.j- in the 
m anufacturing industries here and abroad. 
“ Now 
suppose the tariff is 
educed, 
w ith the reduction must, come an accom­ 
panying reduction of wages. 
I think th at 
after a year or two, when tilings become 
readjusted on a new level, we would be 
aide to meet the foreign m anufacturers 
and substantially hold our markets, paying 
lower wages for labor. 
But many of our 
English cousins do not believe "that we 
could hold our m arkets against them un­ 
der the changed conditions. 
They think 
th at we m anufacturers would have to 
change our business, th a t our operatives 
would not work a t m aterially reduced 
wages; in other words, that we should be­ 
come, as they say we properly ought to be, 
an agricultural nation. 
B ut how would 
New England fare as an agricultural sec­ 
tion, and w hat kind of a farm er would the 
average skilled factory operative made? 
T his is the way many English 
m anu­ 
facturers talk. 
They believe th at if they 
once get our trade they wiil hold it. 
Others, though, say 
that they would 
supply us for two or three years, at least, 
until 1 we got on our feet again under 
a new order of things. 
M any English 
manufacturers 
fairly 
adm itted 
w hat 
our free trade papers do not, th at w ith a 
low tariff, we must either dim inish our 
m anufacturing industries or else lower the 
rate of wages. 
One English hosiery m an­ 
ufacturer said to me that if we "elected 
Cleveland and carried cut the 
policy 
which itls election foreshadows to them, 
they would surely close our manufacturers, 
influenced doubtless by the class feeling 
w hich is so strong in England, said to me: 
‘Your operatives gel too much, anyway. 
The American rate of wages is too high 
for workingmen, and ought to be cut 
down.’ 
“Two or three manufacturers sai l to tne, 
as a member of their own class, th at if we 
only reduced the tariff and then the wages 
paid the men, we wouldn’t have -o much 
trouble about strikes. 
The operatives, 
could he more easily controlled, for w ith 
less wages they would have less money in 
the saviugs banks to fall back upon. 
The 
nearer the poor-house the workingman is, 
it was said, the less likely he is to strike. 
“ It is m y belief th at it is not the rnanu- 
laeturer so much as the employe who needs 
to dread the lowering of "duties. 
The 
m anufacturer can take care of himself, 
provided he is solvent and able to go 
through the period of financial depression 
which m ust inevitably ensue after anv 
substantial reduction of the tariff is made. 
Some manufacturers would fail, others 
would shut it)) shop until such tim e as 
they could go on again at such a price for 
labor as would enable them to compete. 
But the laboring man would find him self 
lower down in the scale. 
Ju st -o far as 
the readjustm ent of the tariff had gone, 
ju st so far would the readjustm ent >f wages 
follow. 
It would simply be the letting of 
so much blood out of us. 
It is not tbe 
m anufacturer who would suffer. 
I m et 
m any English m anufacturers. 
So far as 
my observation went their profits were as 
great as we realize here. 
They have better 
houses, as a rule, than American manufact­ 
urers; twice or thrice the num ber of serv­ 
ants, more equipages, and m aintain gener­ 
ally a freer style of living.”

Cleveland term them . I shall endeaver to 
show to you from Democratic authority

But examine and you will find that the 
boast of Colonel Irish and the Democrats 
that they have reduced taxation upon the 
necessaries of life is untrue.

How he voiced your sentiments and 


because the rich can buy the coal in sum ­ 
m er when it is cheap, and the poor m an 
had to buy It in w inter when it was dear, 
and he said th at of all the taxes that he 
paid on all the goods he purchased he 
grudged most the money- he paid for coal.

THE SALT TAX. 
Again, he spoke of the tax on salt. 
He 
sp k« of that as being som ething that was 
awful to pay; som ething that oppressed 
everybody. 
Well, salt is som ething tha’. 
we ail use. Salt. I understand, is now from 
a cent to two and half cents r. pound in 
this city. 
R ather light—and a:i average 
family containing six people, as m ine does, 
uses in the course of a year about sixty 
pounds, and th e tax that we pay, estim at­ 
ing th at he is correct in the m atter end 
that a tariff is a tax and raises prices, would 
be about three aud eight-tenths cents— 
som ething near four Ct-nts a year. 
Four 
cents a year is not a very large sum for a 
m an to pay in indirect taxes. Now let us 
see—assuming that it is a tax, which it is 
not. Assum ing that it is som ething that 
is necessary, and that it ought to be re­ 
duced. let us see w hat will be the result. 
I 
claim to know som ething in reference to 
this inatler, because I was born in the city 
of Syracuse, in the State of New York, 
where the salt works of New York State are 
situated, from which most of the salt used 
in the East and a large portion of Ihe salt 
used in California is derived. 
1 have here, 
cut from a Syracuse paper, the views of 
Mr. Thom as Gale, of Syracuse, a m an 
whom 1 have known since I was born, a 
Democrat always—never voted any other 
ticket but that—always engaged in the salt 
business—one of 
the leading 
m en 
of 
Central New York, and 
this year he 
publishes 
a 
com m unication 
in 
the 
Syracuse Journal, in which he says that 
he leaves the Democratic party this fall 
because of free trade and because of tree 
trade in salt, w hich will crush down that 
industry- in Syracuse. 
[Applause ] 
I will 
read from this sufficient to show you the 
figures in reference to salt. T hat is, I said 
I would, but the light is so poor that I 
cannot see to read it all. 
1 think 1 can 
state it correctly, having read it. 
H e says: 
That the six m illion husliels of salt produced 
III Onondaga couuty brings a return to Syracuse 
City and the State of New York of SfiOO.COO a 
year. It comes out of the ground here. We 
don't go away to buy the product and then sell 
it again. 
If you buy salt of a foreigner, in con­ 
sequence of taking ofl the tarifl'you get salt that 
answers the same purpose. But see here, you 
have lost SGiO.O. ii in each year. You have got 
the salt hut the English have got your money. 
When we make the sa t thecouutry has got both 
the product and Lhe money. Mv works aloue 
pay S2.000 a year taxes to the town of Salina. 
The salt works o f Syracuse pay $24,000 a year in 
taxes. 
Bear in m ind that the foreigner does 
not pay one cent of our taxes, and yet the Demo­ 
cratic party wants to admit salt free so that the 
foreigner w ill m ake all the money. 
I go to New York with 
a 
boatload of 
salt. 
There I meet a man 
from Eurotte 
and h e has a boatload of salt. He comes 
into 
New 
York 
free. 
Botli 
of 
us 
sell 
to the same man for the same price. Now, then, 
my cargo has paid a school tax, a highway tax, 
a pcoi tax, a law and order tax. a pension tax. 
a county aud a State tax. What lias the British 
importer paid ? 
Why, nothing. 
He carries the 
rnonev away with him to the land where labor 
costs half that it does here. 
I bring my money 
home, pay my taxes, pay my employes living 
wages and improve mv locality. 
My land that 
now pays one tenth the tax of the town of Sali­ 
na didn’t pay one shilling before it was im­ 
proved. 
How are you going to build up the 
country unless you improve it? And how are 
you going to improve, or even venture to im­ 
prove, unless you have encouragement 7 
Is not that the question iu p. nutshell ? 
[A pplause] T hat is the testimony of a 
m an who lor more than thirlv years has 
been a leading Democrat in Central New 
Y ork—giving the figures, showing wherein 
the tax upon salt, as Colonel Irish calls it, 
or the tariff on salt, as it really is, has given 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of taxes 
to the State of New York and the United 
States. The industry pays into the State 
of New Y ork $600,000 of taxes, and in the 
United States over $2,000,000 of tax es; and 
yet they desire to strike that iuterest down 
in order that they may benefit somebody 
in the old country. 
Forbid it; forbid it, 
ye American citizens ! 
[Applause.] 


PECULIAR STATEMENTS. 
A nother thing in connection with this 
salt tariff, as illustrating the peculiar m an­ 
ner in which these Democrats m ake their 
speeches. Colonel Irish first spoke of the 
m anner in which salt wa3 taxed by the 
tariff, and then he said that the fisherman 
of New England using the salt to cure bis 
fish was entitled to use it free, while a 
farmer of the West curing his hams or 
bacon m ust pay for his salt, aud he askeu 
why it was that a m an that had a hog to 
pickle could not have the salt free as weil 
as the fisherman. T hat sounded as though 
there was som ething in it, as though an ad­ 
vantage was given to one, although the an­ 
swer would have been verv prom ptly that 
if it benefited the fisheries of New Eng­ 
land it benefited the whole nation. But 
the answ er to it is better than that, for the 
answer is contained in this Mili bill, and is 
io be found ou page 46 of the bill, where 
you will find that under the law as it now 
stands the m an who pickles his hog has 
iost the same free salt as the m an who 
pickles his fish. [Applause.] 
Then what 
becomes of his argum ent that there was 
discrim ination 
in 
favor 
of 
tbe man 
who 
gaits 
fish 
as 
against 
the 
man 
who 
pickles 
hogs? 
God 
knows 
the 
American 
hog 
has 
a hard enough tim e of it in life and death 
w ithout m aking it harder for him by unfair 
statem ents. 
H e nearly brought us into a 
war w ith Germany by reason of bis peculiar 
antics there and now Colonei Irish wants 
tbe East and West to fight over him and 
fi’h 
[Laughter and applause ] 
He made 
the most of this argum ent, as allowing the 
inequalities of the present tariff, but tbe 
Mills bill, that I hold in my hand, shows 
the same privilege is now given to the man 
that pickles the hog as is given to the man 
that pickles the fish. 1 referred to that to 
show you the insincerity of these argu­ 
ments. 
I am not a short-hand reporter, 
and I never wished in m y life I was one so 
m uch as I did two weeks ago when I heard 
Colonel Irisa ’s speech, that I could have 
taken down, word for word, some of bis 
statem ents that I have called your attention 
to, because it would better enable me to 
show the sophistical rhetoric and unfair 
m ethod in which he brought up his facts 
and m arshaled his argum ents in favor of 
free trade. This pretended conflict between 
hog and fish, with advantage to the fish, 
does not exist and it was unfair to pretend 
that it did. 
THE WOOL TARIFF. 
But he went on and spoke of wool and 
drew a picture in reference to that staple, 
and what was to be done about it, which 
also appealed to every man very strongiv. 
He said that the idea of the Democrats 
was 
to reduce the 
tax on 
the raw 
material; to reduce the tax on wool itself, 
so that the American manufacturer might 
import fine wooi from Australia and else­ 
where and mix it with the coarser grades of 
American wool, and thus be enabled to 
compete with the foreign manufacturer in 
the same line o f goods. That sounded 
somewhat reasonable and as though there 
might be som ethingiu the proposition ; but 
•1 will show you the fallacy o f it later’ on. 
At present I will call your attention to tbe

ment all over this 
coast; 
that 
the 
same argument has been made to Congress 
antiall over the Eastern States; that Colonel 
Irish stumped the State of GregoD, where a 
large portion of the people are engaged in 
the production of x o sl; that the Demo­ 
crats made a desperate struggle to carry that 
Ríate—and I would ask you now, before 
«peaking of it invself, who best . an decade 
as to whether an industry will he benefited 
or not hy the tariff: those eogased in the 
buakiess or outride theorists? Who knows 
whether Abe medicine tastes good better 
than the patient? Who knows whether 
your shoe pinches or is loose except jour- 
self? 
Who knows whether certain work 
pays or loses than the man who does it him­ 
self? Colonel Irish areued with the wool- 
giowers of the State of Oregon as he doce 
now in California, and they rolled up 7,00b 
majority for the Republican ticket as an 
answer to aim . 
[Applause] 
President 
Cleveland and Speaker Carlisle and others, 
by iettere and speeches and messages, ar­ 
gued to the wooi mea of Vermont, and 
they, in reply thereto, ixcreased the Repub­ 
lican majority, iu to st lacd where the Re­ 
publican Fun never sets, hy 2.000 at the 
election. 
[Applause.] 
The wcoi-growers 
of the:e two Jdtates" have answered this 
question for us, and the wool growers of 
California having Biready autrwered it by 
resolution aqd will und-^ubieJlv answer it 
by their votes next Novetnbsr," as did the 
States of Vermont and Oregon. [Applause.] 
The woo! growers of this State. <n utas» 


meeting in this city last December, adopted 1 
resolutions in reference to the m atter, in 
w hich they declared that the industry was 
one which gave em ploym ent to one million 
people, and that it was absolutely im pos­ 
sible for the people engaged in raising wool 
to continue the business if this tariff was 
taken off. Tnese resolutions were adopted 
w ithout a disscntiug voice by a large meet­ 
ing ot wool-growers, am ong whom were 
life ioug Democrats. 
In the citv of San 
Francisca, as l am inform ed by the public 
press, every single person engaged in the 
wool business save oue, and th at is the firm 
of Christy & Wise—aDd Mr. Wise is a 
H arbor Commissioner, aud of course would 
not go against his party—have adopted 
resolutions sim ilar to these and stand in 
favor of keeping the tariff upon wool as at 
present. I appeal to these gentlemen as 
better fitted to speak upon this question 
than Colonel Irish, who said upon this 
stand that he did not know one grade of 
wool from another, and that all he knew 
about wool was the taste of the m utton 
when he ate it. 
[Laughter.] 


THE CLOVEN FOOT 
Of the Democratic parly in the Mills bill, 
as regards wool, is shown by au exam ina­ 
tion of the bill itself. 
Thev claim that 
they have reduced the tariff only on the 
raw material. 
They claim that their idea 
was to reduce the tax on the raw material 
wool so as to benefit the m anufacturer in 
his productions, yet the bill suow s—and 
every figure that I quote you to-night is 
taken irom this pam phlet, issued by tbe 
Democratic House of Representatives_ 
that they have_ reduced the tax on wool 
itself ¡>6,390,055 73, while they have re­ 
duced the lax on woolen goods $12 254,­ 
512 79. They have reduced the tax on the 
m anufactured article alm ost double the 
am ount they have upon the raw material. 
Doo3 that look as if they were intending 
to reduce the tax or tariff' upon the ratv 
matt rial to help the m anufacturer? D jesn't 
it. look as though they were actuated by a 
desire to strike down the tueu who raise 
the wool and the m en who manufacture 
the wool into goods at the sam e tim e? But 
an exam ination of this bill will show you 
that tiiev have taken off the greatest 
am ounts in the revision of the tariff' upon 
the high-priced woolen goods. 
For in ­ 
stance—I have not tim e to go through and 
give all the figures, but will give enough to 
show how low the bill was—upon m anu­ 
factured cloths w orth less than 80 cents a 
yard they have reduced $350,000, while 
upon the cloths w orth over 80 cents a yard 
they have m ade a reduction of $3.000,1«0. 
Upon other m anufactures of the same kind 
below SO cents per yard in value thev have 
reduced the tariff $39,000, w hile those above 
80 cents they have reduced it $100,000. 
I pon knit goods, w hich every person knows 
the want of, and nearly every person 
buys, they have reduced the taxes on all 
goods below 80 cents $18,000, ar.d on goods 
valued above 80 cents a yard $340 000. 
1 
allude to these statistics to show you that 
in reducing the tariff thev have reduced it 
upon the high-priced goods and not upon 
the low-priced goods. 
They have benefited 
the rfoh, not the poor. 
Anti they have in 
addition to that reduced the tariff upon 
the im ported article, upon the woul itself, 
aud 1 ask you, how are the woolen m anu­ 
facturers to compete with anybody when 
they find the foreign artieiecom ing in free ? 
W hen they find in addition to that, that 
the foreign m anufacturer cf woolen goods 
ha3 to pay a less tariff of $12,200,000 than 
he did before, thus, according to Colonel 
Irish, cheapening his goods that much. 
W hat becomes of the m anufacturer under 
this new tariff ? 
W hat becomes then of the 
workingm en they say they are trying to 
benefit ? They have reduced the tariff' upon 
the high-priced goods and not on the low- 
priced goods, hence they have not aided 
the “ poor people and the plain.” It shews 
the ¡act beyond peradventure that this re­ 
duction upon wool is not for the people. 
It is not upon necessaries, but it is 


AGAINST THE LOYAL NORTH. 
It was not for the purpose of helping the 
m anufacturer, but to kiil the m auufocurer 
It was not for the purpose of aiding to build 
up the industries of the country, but to de­ 
stroy them . It was against their own plat­ 
form and to carry out the ideas that they 
advanced in 1857. 
[Applause ] 
It is the same w ith reference to cotton 
goods, 
lie claimed that thev had made a 
reduction for tbe benefit of the people 
An 
exam ination of the figures will show that 
the highest priced goods are reduced the 
most, the same as in woolen goods. 
Let 
me call your attention to this further fact : 
He states that the wages ot cotton spinners 
in this country were lower than in England 
and the Examiner has printed the same state 
inent two or three times, and has claimed 
that the operatives of Massachusetts were

penses, and to do so he m ust reduce the 
wages of his employes? These wages are 
now too low, according to Colonel Irish 
and the Examiner, yet by their bill the 
wages will be reduced stiil lower or stop 
pea entirely. Can this be claimed, then, to 
be a benetL . 
No! 
It is a direct injury tc 
the uiauutacturerer and the w otkm eu alike 
aud a direct injury to the whole people 
[Applause.] 


FROM AN ENGLISH STANDPOINT. 
As bearing upon that question and „. 
showing to you w here this m atter of pro 
tection tends, and exactly how it is ‘ re 
garded by the m anufacturera in the old 
country, perm it me to read to vou w hat 
Mr. W anumaker, the leading m erchant of 
Philadelphia, said of an interview he had 
with an English manufacturer, an old and 
very able business m an and a m em ber of 
Parliam ent, during his visit to that couu 
try : 


Said the Englishman. “ Give us some special 
orders; we have not been able for u Jong time 
to run all our looms, and we w ill be v illiug to 
set apait ceitaiu looms for you and make any 
specialties you wish, aud couline the goods 
solely to your house.” 
“ Why don’t you rim all 
your macdiiuery ?” I asked. “ Your coufouuded 
protection is our trouble,” he answered. ‘ Well 
pull tip stakes aud m ove one of your targe tact 
oríes over here. America would welcome such 
an industry as yours.” The very wise and 
prompt reply ol the British leglsla’or and man­ 
u facturer was, “ If you cun guarautee me that 
protection w ill remain as it now is, we will 
move our works over here im m ediately.’’ “Ah 
then,” said Mr. Wanamnker, " Wlieu you have 
your looms and works iu Europe you arc op- 
posi d to protection in America, but if you move 
over here yon would insist on having it. As 
an Englishman you are down on protection, but 
it your interests were iu America vou would 
demand it. 
\ our consistency is not as clear as 
your self-interest.” 
This was published in the Bee. and a 
friend of mine, who is a Vice-President on 
this stage, clipped it out and sent it to Mr 
W anamaker, and asked if it was true. Mr 
W anam aker replied : “ The facts stated in 
the interview with the English m anufact­ 
urer are exactly true.” 
That manufacturer says that if his ina 
chinery was moved to America he would 
be in favor of protection. Can there be 
any better argument presented (ban that .’ 
The very man that would be affected by 
the tariff reduction says that as lie is au 
Englishman he is in favor of free trade in 
America, but if he was an American he 
wouid be in favor of protection. 
I care not 
to appeal to your 
prejudices or vour 
passions. 
I have a love aud a regard for 
the English nation and the English people. 
We are brothers. 
We are cousins. 
We 
are descendants and members of the same 
race, whatever you may term the degree of 
relationship. 
We are united closer than 
any other nation can be and we ought to 
be, and I speak of this not because I am 
prejudiced against the English people, but 
to show you how an English manufacturer, 
speaking from the interest of his pocket,’

As an Englishman he is in favor 
of free trade. 
If he was an American he 
would be in favor of protection.

THE FARMERS PROTECTED. 
Now, these are the necessaries of life that 
are reduced by the Mills bill, as you will 
find by reading it, and this is the stone that 
they offer to the laboring m an of the United 
States in place of the bread that he asks in 
the shape of increased wages and steady 
em ploym ent. 
But in addition to that, 
when Colonel Irish spoke of the neces­ 
saries of life, he went on to speak of the 
farmer. I see some here whom I know to 
be farmers, and I ask them to notice the 
facts and figures I will soon 
present. 
Colonel Irish addressed bis rem arks partic­ 
ularly to them , as he has in other portions of 
the State, as being so badly treated by ex­ 
isting laws. 
H e declared that the farmers 
are oppressed by the tariff. 
H e tried to 
show how the tariff presses upon the far­ 
mers and crushes them out more than any 
other class. President Cleveland in one of 
his messages said, in effect, that the n u m ­ 
bers of persons engaged in agriculture was 
m any millions, and that the burdens of tbe 
tariff weighed heaviest upon them with the 
least beneficial return. Colonel Irish re­ 
states the same thing, and enlarges most 
forcibly upon it. The facts show different­ 
ly, for according to the report of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture for the Year 1886, 
as compiled and printed by the New York 
Press, w hich reports can be found iu the 
State Library iu this city, it will be seen 
that tbe farm er is protected by this tariff to 
the am ount of $620,000.000 a year. 
Six 
hundred and twenty million dollársa year ! 
And yet the farm er is not protected, these 
Democratic orators say. 
The figures are 
as follow s:

as well as the Naffon, and all this without 
a com plaint from any one that raisins are 
too costly. 
Is that right? No! Is it in ac­ 
cordance w ith the rule that what benefits a 
part benefits the whole? No. 
Is it for the 
benefit of the people? No. 
It is carrying 
out, in my judgm ent, the full purpose 
which was designed iu 1857, and lai ing 
then is now sought to bs re-enacted, whicti 
I will speak of later on. 


THE FREE WHISKY CRY. 
B ut Colonel Irish stiys that tbe Repub­ 
lican party, in answer to the demand for 
reduced 
taxes, 
have only offered free 
whisky and tree tobacco. ’ H e rung the 
chttnges on free whisky. For thirty-tw o m in­ 
utes he talked about the taxes on luxuries, 
and taxes upon w hisky; said it was a vol­ 
untary lax that no m au need pay unless he 
wished—that il was ail unnecessary article 
for life, and if a man used it lie ought to 
pay for it; that he had helped to pay some 
of the tax ; that it was contradistinguished 
from all other taxes, in that we could 
avoid its paym ent; that the tax ought to 
be kept up, and that the Republican party 
was offering free w hisky to the people in ­ 
stead of reducing the faxes on necessaries. 
That statem ent is not in poiut of fact a 
true presentation of the m atter; it cannot 
be true, although it is indorsed by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. W hy, fellow-citizens, if the 
masses of the Democratic parly really be­ 
lieved th a t; if the speakers of the Demo­ 
cratic pariv, and the rank and file of the 
party really believed that the Republican 
platform and the Republican party m eant 
free whisky, the Irish Democrats of New 
York City would em ulate the valor ol their 
ancestors at Fontenoy, the Moonshiners of 
North Carolina and Georgia, the F. F. V. s 
of the Old Dominion, the Blue Grass 
chivalry of K entucky, the long-haired cat­ 
tlemen of Texas and A rkansas aud the 
bulldozers ol Louisiana would rival the 
desperate charge of Pickett’s brigade at 
Gettysburg.

These figures are based upon the liento- 
uratic claim that the price and value of an 
article, increased directly bv the amount of 
the tariff and that without the tariff the 
value or price would immediately he re­ 
duced by the amount of the tariff.

THE SYSTEM OF TRUSTS. 
T hat m an, Republican or Democrat, who 
says that the question of trusts is n o tan 
overshadowing issue before the people of 
the United States, or who seeks to belittle 
it, is an enemy to tiie country. [Applause.] 
It is these monopolistic trusts tnat" get to­ 
gether and control the production of articles 
that raises the price, and not the tariff. 
The tariff will have the effect of m aking 
competition, and competition always re­

IN SPEAKING OF WAGES 
lie savs that the law of supply and demand 
regulates wage», which is true, and that 
tbe tariff has naught to do with it, which is 
not true, for the tariff' assists very largely 
in it for this reason. 
If the tariff is ‘im ­ 
properly reduced naturally larger im porta­ 
tions ol foreign m anufactures arem ade with 
the result of less business done by Am eri­ 
can factories, hence less call for help and 
therefore fewer employes end lower wage. 
If tariff rem ains at the figure sufficient to 
give profit 
to American 
manufactures, 
business at hom e increases, more laborers 
are needed, wages are made steady and in­ 
creased. To illustrate: if a factory sells 
•>1,000,009 worth of goods it m ust employ 
more people than if it sells only $100,000, 
and the tariff undoubtedly swells the sales 
of the American factory: hence it benefits 
labor and capital alike. 
The tariff assists 
in creating and enlarging the demand- 
hence it helps the employe. The law of 
supply and demand is exemplified by the 
workings of the tariff and shows how de­ 
m and and supply are both created and 
fostered in America by the proteclive sys­ 
tem. 
It is som ething so plain that it seems 
to me that even a Democratic orator or a 
Democratic newspaper m an ought to under- 
9tand it. It ia just as simple as any propo­ 
sition in finance raa be, and scarcely needs 
more than a bare statem ent to prove itself. 
1 believe that the Democrats do understand 
it. 
I believe that they are running this 
tariff question for a purpose that I will 
speak of later on, and which is not avowed 
by them.

CURL LEAF. 


D escrip tio n o f Its C au se an il C h a ra cter- 
la tic*. 
Many different opinions are held by 
cultivator; as to the causes of the curl leaf 
in peach trees. 
A t a recent meeting of a 
prominent horticultural society the fol­ 
lowing were given: W et weather, dry 
weather, cold, hot sun, overflow of sap, 
diseased sap, iusect, fungus. The follow­ 
ing observed phenomena were also men­ 
tioned . Trees slied their foliage, some­ 
times only one-half of tree affected, curl 
accompanied by cold and wet weather, 
badly affected trees produce little fruit, 
when the development of the curl is sud­ 
den trees .".U their fruit, a limb may be 
affected down to a certain distance and 
near that a healthy growth of leaves may 
appear, as diseased leaves drop new and 
healthy ones come out, new wood becomes 
discolored, outer edge of leaf stops grow­ 
ing, center continues to grow and puffs up, 
disease pretty general in 1884. 
The ob­ 
servations are mostly correct and valua­ 
ble, but it is evident that the conclusion 
cannot all lie true. 
The curl appears early in the spring 
and lasts til! the middle of summer. The 
entire leaf, or only a portion, may be 
affected. The diseased portion is pale and 
greatly distorted, lieeoming tt onglv coil 
vex, ¡ 
itruding above, rarely below, or 
even in both directions on the same leaf. 
The deformation resembles that produced 
on various plants by plant lice. 
The 
structure of the leaf becomes fleshy and 
thickened; young stems are frequently dis­ 
eased, lieeoming fleshy in the same way, 
and somewhat distorted. 
A whitish, fine, 
velvety appearance often occurs on the 
surface of diseased parts. 
Let us examine further to see if we can 
find any more minute difference between 
the healthy and diseased leaves — any 
change in the internal structure to ac­ 
count for the remarkable change in shape. 
A cross-section of a healthy leaf, well mag­ 
nified, shows a row of firm, somewhat reg­ 
ular cells, with their flat sides to the up­ 
per surface. These form the epidermis, 
and their outer wall is thickened to form 
the cuticle—the smooth, slimy surface of 
the leaf. The epidermis contains no leaf 
green. 
The cells of the next layer are 
placed with their ends toward the surface 
of the leaf and contain leaf green. 
When 
the disease develops these colls multiply, 
first by forming transverse partitions, then 
by dividing in all directions till they form 
a thick, fleshy layer. The leaf green dis­ 
appears, the epidermal cells also divide, a 
more extended space is necessary to con­ 
tain them, and they find it by forming a 
curved surface. Other cells of the leaf 
partake of 
the same 
compact, fleshy 
structure. 
In the case of branches, the green layer 
of the hark is affected, but does not en­ 
tirely lose its color. This excessive activ­ 
ity in growth is not the kind of change 
that if produced by cold or by diseased 
sap, but it is known to lie produced in 
many cases by parasitic fungi. And, in 
addition to what has been described, a 
fungus is found in every diseased peach 
leaf. 
It forms a layer of roundish cells 
between the epidermis and the cuticle, 
and from this sends out slender, branch­ 
ing filaments, which form a net work 
throughout the diseased part. They grow 
between the leaf cells, hut do not enter 
tbem. :m l terminate ‘in a cluster of short, 
root-liko branches, which are applied to 
the celi i and draw nourishment from them, 
florae of the threads have been traced into 
the 'eaves from the smaller branches, 
where they are believed to live through 
the whiter, and are found early in the 
spring. 
When the spores are produced, the lea 
become a little more thickened, fungous 
cells from the layer described protrude 
through the cuticle, each elongates, then 
forms a cross-partition near the base, mak­ 
ing an oblong, square-topped sack, borne 
on a short, thick stalk. These sacks stand 
thickly over the leaf surface. 
They are 
the spore eases or asri. 
As they are pro­ 
duced on the outside, the genus is called 
Exooscus, while the appropriate name of 
deformans denotes the species. 
An aseus 
is about one-five hundredth of an inch 
long, much less in thickness and contains 
eight roundish 
spores 
proportionately 
small. 
At maturity the aseus breaks open 
at the apex, the spores escape and germi­ 
nate. 
The injury produced consists in destroy­ 
ing part of the leaf-green in which the 
food of the plant is elaborated, in taking so 
much nutrim ent for the growth of the 
fungus and the abnormal growth of the

¡SOME FACTS ABOUT ITS CAPITAL 


AN'D GENERAL AFFAIRS. 


A G o v e r n m e n t “P a la c io ” a n d G o r ­ 
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[Special Correspondence of the E ecoed-Union'.] 
Sam Jose, September 10,1888. 
Midway bet wen the oceans, in a cup-like 
hollow of the mountains that environ it, 
lies this modern capital—here called San 
Jose del Interior. A compact little city 
it is, with narrow streets that are laid out 
at right angles 
and paved with small, 
sharp stones; its low roofs red-tiled and its 
windows iron-barred after the prevailing 
fashion in all Hispano America. 
The 
universal 
building material is 
adobe, and every house is whitewashed 
from eaves to pavement, producing an ap- 
jiearanee of cleanliness quite foreign to 
this latitude. 
One misses the somber 
picturesqueness that characterizes most of 
the Spanish cities in Central and South 
America, hut is reconciled to its absence 
since the peculiar odor of death and decay 
which hangs about ancient houses unre­ 
paired is also missing, together with much 
of the fevér-breeding filth with which 
older cities teem. 
San Jose is only about one hundred 
years old—a mere infant compared to 
many of its neigliliors in tiiisageii country. 
It has grown up since the independence of 
Central America, for Cartago was the seat 
of government undei the old Spanish do­ 
minion. 
The hitter city (only fifteen 
miles distant, skirted by the Rio Cartago 
and overshadowed by a magnificent vol­ 
cano of the same name) once boasted some 
very handsome public buildings, a dozen 
fine churches and a population of 40,000. 
Rut the great earthquake of 1841 destroyed 
nearlv a'.l the houses and every sanctuary 
but one; a little later, during the revolu­ 
tion, the fires of patriotism burned so fu­ 
riously that it was resolved to abolish 
every memorial of colonial servitude and 
to establish a new “ seat” for the new gov­ 
ernment at San Jose. 
The local advantages of the two towns 
are about equal, Cartago being nearest the 
Atlantic, and San Jose nearest the Pacific. 
It must be confessed, however, that the ru­ 
inous old capital, though by no means so 
comfortable aa abiding place as the smarter 
modern town, is far more interesting to the 
tourist. Sear, hing one day among her 
musty record-, I found documents dating 
back to 1598, proving it to have been a 
r 


lace of importance even at that early day. 
'osta Rica, it will be remembered, was one 
of the first-discovered portions of the 
American 
continent, Columbus having 
touched its shores on his third voyage, and 
immediately after his fourth expedition 
(1502) many Spaniards established them­ 
selves here. 
Despite its air of newness, ambitious 
little San Jose is not unattractive. The 
patriots who built it seem to have had 
an eye to “republican simplicity,” for 
none of the structures show any grandeur 
of architectural proportions, few of them 
being more than one story in height. 
Rut there are other reasons for this low­ 
mindedness in architecture—not only that 
it is the universal taste of the people, 
dating back to the days of the Moors, 
whose blood flowed in the veins of their 
ancestors—but 
because earthquakes as 
well as patriots are opposed to lofty pre­ 
tensions. Slight shakings-up are of fre­ 
quent occurrence in the valley of San 
.Jose, but only once or twice in course of 
a century has much mischief been wrought. 
However, that is quite often enough. The 
last earthquake of consequence within 
memory of the oldest inhabitant, occurred 
just forty-eigiit years ago, when many 
people were killed, hundreds of homes de­ 
molished and nearly every edifice in the 
village considerably damaged. 
Were the 
buildings of San Jose even a story taller, 
the slightest fit of shakes would prove more 
serious. The dozen or more structures 
that 
depart 
from 
the one-storv rule 
are nervous eruptions, which none but 
their ambitious owners care to inhabit. 
This bright, young city of the Central 
Andes—silent, industrious, modest and 
prosperous—is called, not unappropriated, 
“the Switzerland of the tropics.” 
It 
wears an heir of uncommon thrift and 
well-to-do-ativeness, especially for this lat­ 
itude,where the warmth of eternal summer 
inclines both man and beast to* “sweet 
idleness.” 
Most of the houses have chim­ 
neys, and the windows have glass, unlike 
the majority of the same class in this por­ 
tion of Central America—not only because 
the atmosphere of this mountain valley (at 
an altitude of nearly 5,000 feet) is some­ 
times chilly, but because the prosperous 
people are anxiously struggling up to 
within hailing distance of the times. 
Rut 
in the lowlands of the tierra caliente chim­ 
neys would be a superfluity, for nobody 
needs a fire ill the house with the ther­ 
mometer perpetually skylarking alxive the 
nineties; and for the same reason he ob­ 
jects to inclosing himself in a conserva­ 
tory, when all the winds of Heaven are 
welcome. 
Here, where the atmosphere is more in­ 
vigorating than that of the blazing coast, 
everybody is engaged in some sort of busi­ 
ness. 
Unlike most of the descendants of 
Castilian Dons and Hidalgas, many in this 
portion of the world are neither too proud 
nor lazy to trade or work, liut all ap¡iear 
to be animated by a praiseworthy spirit, 
aiming 
at an independent livelihood. 
Overshadowing the low roofs and breaking 
through the red tiles, tufts of greenest 
leaf, in the final drying up or falling off of 1 foliage are everywhere seen, hinting at 
leaves, and impairing the vitality of 
branches. 
The disease is apt to remain 
in a tree year after year, injuring its crop 
and finally killing it. 
Relief is to be sought in removing and 
burning all diseased jsirtions of branches 
and aJ! leaves that fall.- Country Gentle­ 
man. 


A n tisep tic A m m u n itio n . 
According to the Medical Press of May 
9th, a oseful suggestion is being carried 
out by the Netherland Government, by 
which provision will be made for supply­ 
ing each soldier, during the time of war, 
with a cartridge containing some antiseptic 
dressings. 
Each cartridge will be made of 
convenient size, namely, about three inches 
in length by two in width, anil will be 
secured ct one end with a safety-pin. The 
dressing contained in each will consist of a 
bandage about three yards long, and two 
pieces of gauze, all of which have been 
rendered antiseptic by a sublimate solu­ 
tion. 
lienee, in the event of wounds be­ 
ing received, a ready means would lie at 
band for the immediate application of 
antiseptic dressings. Soldiers, in the case 
of slight injuries, would probably at once 
avail t'.otnselves of the dressings, and the 
latter could not fail to be of much use to 
the surgeons. The idea is well worthy of 
the attention of the military authorities in 
this country, and might even with advan­ 
tage be adopted, as it has been for years 
past in the German army. 
In the wars in 
which, during the past few years, England 
has been engaged in tropical climates, the 
early application of antiseptics to the 
wounds received by the men was admitted 
to be a matter of the utmost importance by 
the army medical officers attached to the 
forces.

Here Is 
also the office of the Secretary of Congress; 
and the Intendencia, that terror to foreign­ 
ers, before which all persons must appear 
who are suspected of hazing violated the 
customs laws. 
Passing along the corridor and through 
the Bureau of the Minister of Justice, we 
find ourselves in one of the two small gal­ 
leries which overlook the floor of the 
Ilall of Congress, and for a moment feel 
dazed by the unexpected splendors spread 
out before us. 
The Sala del Congreso, as it 
is called, is a superb apartment of impos­ 
ing proportions—eighty feet long, thirty 
feet wide and forty feet high. The walls 
are creamy white and the slightly arched 
ceiling is divided by heavy gfld mold­ 
ings into .panels, which are deeply set and 
enisled with golden filagree work. 
Lofty 
Windows open upon the courtyard and are 
gorgeously curtained with crimson satin 
damask. 
Between the several windows 
are costly mirrors, festooned with silken 
draperies—red, white and blue, the colors 
of the Republic. 
But the most conspicuous object, and 
that which savors least of republicanism, 
is the President's chair—a regular throne, 
solidly gilded, cushioned witli crimson 
velvet, set ujion an elevated dias carpeted 
with crimson and gold, and overhung with 
a canopy of crimson satin. 
Behind and 
above it appear the arms of Costa Ilica, 
wrought in gold and silver thread on a 
field ot purple velvet. Truly, the ruler of 
this tiny Republic can congratulate him­ 
self on the fact that few Emperors sit in 
greater state. 
The chairs of the Costa Rican Congress­ 
men are ranged against the wall, to the 
right anil left of the canopied throne, 
where, with their feet burrowed in a lux­ 
urious carpet, the august law-makers may 
contemplate themselves at leisure as re­ 
flected in the opposite mirrors. 
The 
stained glass with which the doors and 
windows of the magnificent hall are set, 
serve to subdue the glare of the white 
walls and golden ceiling, and to soften the 
otherwise somewhat gaudy effect of so 
much paint, gilding and red satin. 
As to the President of this alleged Re­ 
public— General Bernardo Soto— truth 
compels me to say that he is not only a 
bigoted and narrow-minded Ignoramus, but 
a brute in an exceedingly ill-favon d hu­ 
man form, 
lie possesses a pair of dark 
eyes ol piercing keenness, complexion the 
color of an old shoe, and a look of dogged 
resolution. Lsurper and despot that he is, 
he will brook neither advice nor opposi­ 
tion, and those who cannot submit without 
juestion to his most unreasonable decrees 
had better leave the country as quickly as 
possible. 
A number of prominent citizens 
have recently been banished from Costa 
Ricu for venturing to disagree with him— 
among them being the learned Doctor 
Raefael Zoldivar, ex-President of San Sal­ 
vador. 
That the life of a journalist in this part 
of the world is not an enviable one, may 
be inferred from the fate of Senor Mar- 
ehal, editoroi Las Brujas, once the leading 
paper of San Jose. One day lie published 
an article which so offended' the autocratic 
ruler that he sent for the editor to come 
at once to the palace. Arrived at the Ex­ 
ecutive Mansion, Don Marchal was ush­ 
ered into a private apartment, where the 
President happened to be seated. A t sight 
of Marchal the President leaped to his feet 
in ungovernable fury, and seizing a loaded 
pistol, shot full into the face of 
the 
surprised and unarmed man, missing him 
by the merest chance. Of course, at this 
alarming juncture, Senor Marchal acted 
upon Lady Macbeth’s advice to her guests, 
and stood not upon the order of his going, 
but took to his heels with expedition. An 
hour later he was arrested in his own 
house by officers of the Government and 
dragged' to prison, where, that very night, 
by the President’s order, one hundred 
lashes were well laid upon his bare back. 
As Soto was well aware, this was the worst 
punishment that could possibly be devised, 
because, aside from physical pain, any 
proud Central American would a thousand 
times rather suiter death in any form than 
such humiliation. Nor was this all. Next 
morning, weak and bleeding as he was, 
Marchal was marched off) hand-cuffed like 
a galley slave, with several other jiolitical 
offenders and a few common criminals, to 
the western coast, where he was forced on 
lioard an out'.vard-hound steamer and for­ 
bidden to return. 
W ithout trial by law 
or opportunity to defend himself, his prop­ 
erty was confiscated and his family left to 
the charity of his friends.

trees, figs, bananas and pomegranates, 
fountain and flowers, and that inside the 
high-walled gardens behind the casas are 
towering mango trees, whose luscious fruit 
fills the air with fragrance, the thick dark 
leaves of the “vegetable butter” tree, limes, 
oranges, olives and the glossy foliage of 
the guyaba. 
Upon one hand rises the ex­ 
tinct volet no, Irazu, and frowning Cartago 
lifts its snow fields 12,000 feet above the 
sea, while the encircling mountains of San 
Miguel sweep the horizon on every side, 
their rugged outlines—rosy in the morn­ 
ing, purple at noonday, amethyst at night 
—reflecting every shifting cloud in cease­ 
less changes of light and shadow. 
Be­ 
tween these picturesque heights and the 
town waves a sea of unbroken green, enli­ 
vened here and there by white-flowered 
coffee groves and fields of yellowish sugar­ 
cane. 
In the potieras outside the suburbs 
herds of fine cattle are grazing an3 donkeys 
' plod constantly through the streets, loaded 
from head to tail with the produce of the 
farmers on its way to market, or carrying 
to rural homes such articles of luxury and 
convenience as are brought to tlie country 
by the ships of England, Germany anil 
France, or are manufactured in the Amer­ 
ican shops at Panama. 
On starting out to “do” the capital of a 
country the first place of interest is the 
“Palacio” of the Government. The so- 
called Palace of San Jose is a long, low two- 
storied building, of adobe faced with stone, 
red-tiled like the rest; and with overhang­ 
ing roof. The exterior is sanded and col­ 
ored in imitation of blue granite, and 
though modeled by a German it presents a 
cheerful Italian aspect in harmony with 
its surroundings and the glowing sky that 
can pies this happy valley. 
Passing several soldiers guarding its 
wide, arched gateway, we enter a spacious 
hall, which leads into the vast quadrangu­ 
lar courtyard, around which the palace is 
built 
This patio is tloored with square 
red tiles, surrounded on three sides by a 
gallery ten feet wide, supported by another 
series of columns and arches, thus forming 
taro tiers of arcades, the upper one finished 
with a pretty balustrade of bronzed iron, 
fifteen feet above the pavement. Tiie roof 
of the building extends ten feet beyond 
the walls inclosing the court, covering the 
arcades. 
Walls, pillars, arches—every­ 
thing but the roof and floor of Pompeiian 
red—are as glaringly white as paint can 
make them, and kept spotlessly clean. 
Once inside the building, all trace of 
“ republican 
simplicity” 
disappears. 
Mounting a broad flight of stone steps to 
the upper gallery, we pass a series of glass 
doors, leading respectively to the Bureaus 
of State, Justice, Foreigu Affairs and W ar 


Of ferns, cabbacc-roscs on ribbon or velvet.

The American way of riding a horse is 
the only way that comfort can be had for 
both man and beast. 
By the American 
wav 1 mean sitting in the saddle. 
I am 
sorry that a great many gentlemen of this 
country are using the English style on 
horseback—that is, they rise in the saddle 
with the motion of the horse. 
Last sum­ 
mer when I was in England, I noticed 
this style particularly. 
I don’t see how it 
can he comfortable, and I know that it is 
anything but graceful to see a man bump­ 
ing up and down in his saddle. The 
English who saw us ride soon came to this 
conclusion. 
They 
agreed 
that 
the 
American style was 
the 
only 
style 
and soon began to copy 
us. 
Expert 
riders came down 
to see 
me 
They 
tried the 
American 
style 
and 
now 
many gentlemen can be seen every day in 
their park riding the American style. To 
ride properly you must sit firmly’ in your 
saddle. Get a comfortable saddle to begin 
with. Then sit squarely in it. Have your 
stirrups long enough to save seme of the 
weight from the horse’s back and so that 
you can raise yourself in them when neces­ 
sary. 
I always raise myself in the saddle 
to shoot. 
I can get in a steadier position 
and get a better aim. 
W hen sitting on 
your horse grip him with your legs, be­ 
tween your hip and your knee. 
Sit erect 
and hold your reins low down and short 
enough to feel his head. The first thing a 
rider should do is to learn his horse. Learn 
the different gaits of the horse and then 
ride with the horse—go with his motion. 
This is less trying to the horse and to the 
rider.

The most serviceable horse to ride on the 
prairies is the Texas mustang. 
He is a 
small, hardy little animal, usually good- 
tempered and easy gaited. 
I think if he 
were used more in cities for pleasure riding 
he would soon become a great fnvorite witli 
all equestrians. 
My horse, saddle and 
style of riding is very different from what 
is usually seen in cities, but I venture to 
say if they were tried, all would agree witli 
me that 1 know what was comfortable. 
The saddle I use is the stock saddle. 
It 
Is generally used on the plains. It is large 
and comfortable, and has a high pommel 
in front. 
It is made to sit on. This sad­ 
dle, of course, is securely strapped on the 
horse, and then the next tiling to do is to 
get into it. 
I take the reins in my left 
hand, holding them short, place my left 
foot in the stirrup, put my hand oil the 
pommel of the saddle and then quickly 
raise myself in the stirrup, swing my right 
foot over the horse’s back and drop into 
the seat. This can all be done quicker 
than it takes to tell, and so quickly that I 
am in the saddle and have control of the 
horse almost before he knows what is going 
to happen. 
When in the saddle I sit firm­ 
ly and erect. 
My weight is partly in the 
stirrups, which I have long enough to rest 
my feet in when my legs are hanging 
straight down. 
I get a hold on the horse 
by gripping him with my legs from the 
hip to the knee. 
My saddle is used to sit 
in, not to rise up and down. That style of 
riding must be tiring to the horse and to 
the rider. 
I think, too, that it is a very 
ugly style. 
The prettiest way to ride is 
to sit your horse so well that you move 
as he moves and appear to be as one. 
This fancy 
way 
of 
riding 
may be 
all 
very 
well 
for 
parks, 
but 
it 
would never do in a rough country. 
Sitting as I do I can ride as long as the 
horse can carry me without feeling any ill 
effects. 
1 have frequently been in the sad­ 
dle from morning till night and have rid­ 
den sixty or seventy miles in a dav, ami 
across rough country, too. 
That could 
never he done if I had to rise in the saddle 
with every step the horse takes. 
I re­ 
member on one occasion I rode sixty-five 
miles to attend a dance on the plain. 
I 
danced nearly all night, and as soon as it 
was over got into the saddle and rode 
sixty-five miles hack again. 
I hold my 
reins in the left hand and short enough to 
feel my horse. 
This is so that in case he 
should stumble I can puli him up. For a 
beginner to learn to ride, I would advise 
him to do just as I have said. W hen he 
gets into the saddle, before he tries to ride 
lie should get used to the seat and become 
perfectly at home in it. When this has been 
acquired, let your horse walk about a little 
until you are used to the motion. Get used 
to every movement before you try another. 
Don’t try to sit stiffly on the horse, but 
swing about easily. 
Then let your horse 
trot, then canter and then gallop. 
Keep 
the same position for each motion, and 
always move with the horse. 
Don’t be 
cared of your horse, and when you tell 
him anything make him mind. 
I train 
all my horses to m\ own peculiarities, and 
many of them I can guide by a touch of 
the spur. 
I never use a single rein in 
guiding a horse. The reins 1 hold to­ 
gether in the left hand, and. instead of 
pulling one to turn him, I pull both reins 
over to the side on which I wish him to 
turn. In jumping, I ride the horse at the 
object I wish to jump, and when he is to 
rise just touch him with the spur and lift 
him with the reins, always taking care to 
hold on with my legs. 
To learn to ride 
well one wants to go out on the plains.

RIDING A TRICK HORSE. 
Men have a great advantage over women 
in being able to sit on a horse in the style 
they do. Their position in the saddle is 
necessarily safer, having a limb on either 
side of the horse. 
In times of danger they 
can hold on very well, when a woman would 
fall. 
I have ridden horseback for a number 
of years, and I have found out now what I 
think is the safest seat and the most com­ 
fortable one. 
I always ride now by stirrup 
balance. That is I use the stirrup so long 
that to place my foot in it my limb lias to 
be extended straight down. I rest a part 
of my weight in the stirrup and part of it. 
i i the horn of the saddle. 
I think there 
is more grace in sitting this way than in 
using the short stirrup. 
W ith the short 
stirrup the leg is bent and twisted, and it 
is not at all comfortable to twist yourself 
round 
in 
the 
saddle to face your 
horse properly. 
W ith the long stirrup 
you can sit squarely with your horse. The 
proper way is to lie looking straight ahead, 
with your shoulders and head thrown well 
back. 
Don’t bend down over your horse, 
because if he should stumble you would 
stand a good chance of being thrown over 
his head before you could save yourselt. 
Hold your reins in the left hand and short 
enough to just feel your horse’s mouth. 11' 
you hold them too loosely he may stumble 
and fall before you can save him, or he 
might, in fact, do anything before you 
could stop 
him. 
The whip 
cau 
be 
carried under the arm or in the right hand. 
I always train my horses very carefully, 
and teach them to do a great deal by 
first talking to them. 
Horses are very 
intelligent, and can easily lie taught. Mine 
all perform a great many tricks. To teach 
them to rear is very easy. You just simply 
sit back in the saddle, touch him with the 
spur and rein him in. A t first he will 
hardly understand what is wanted, but he 
will soon learn that when you say “up” 
and rein him in that lie is ta rear. To 
teach him to walk lame you tap him on 
the leg sufficiently hard to make him feel 
it, and at the same time lead him forward 
a little. 
The blow will attract his atten­ 
tion to his leg and he will limp. 
By re­ 
peating this he will soon learn that when 
you touch his leg he is to limp. Always 
pat your horse after he has done what you 
wish him to, and speak kindly to him. 
You can make him do a great deal inore 
by kindness than you can by cruelty. To 
make a horse take a handkerchief is a 
very easy trick. 
Rut a pin in the hand­ 
kerchief and prick your horse gently. 
He 
will quickly turn his head to defend the 
injured part. 
Then prick him again. 
H e will soon know that it is something 
to do with the handkerchief that is 
annoying him and take hold of it with his 
teeth. 
After repeating this for a few times 
he will learn to take the handkerchief 
whenever he sees it near him.

To break and ride a Texas mustang is 
oue of the hardest things to do. These 
little brutes that have perhaps gone until 
they are 8 or 9 years old before being 
saddled, don’t take kindly to the idea of 
carrying a man at all. 
We will imagine 
that you have caught one and saddled 
him. This is by no means an easy job. 
Then get hold of his bridle and gradually 
get a strong hold on him. I usually put 
my thumb through the heail-gear and my 
fingers in the ring of the bit, holding the 
reins in the palm of the hand. Then I 
pull his head round to one side. 
In 
this way I have a great power over 
him. Then I 
watch my opportunity, 
{mt one foot in the stirrup and switig 
over 
his 
back. Just as soon as he 
feels the weight in the saddle he will 
buck, jump, 
and 
unless you 
have a 
good 
hold, 
you 
will 
go 
flying. 
Stick 
to 
him, 
holding 
on 
with 
a 
good grip of the knees. You must watch 
out that he does not try to throw him­ 
self or he may hurt you if he should roll 
on you. 
If ycu can conquer these brutes 
a few times when they are young, then you 
can make useful horses of them ; but if 
they should throw you first, then they 
think they can always do the same.

The easiest way to learn to ride is to be 
placed one hundred miles irom any town 
with a borrowed horse and have to ride or 
walk to get to the town. 
1 say borrowed 
horse, because you won’t mind then what 
happens to him. 
You will either learn 
to ride or you will learn to walk well, and 
1 fancy it will be the riding that will 
come most natural. 
When I first learned 
to ride I got on the horse’s hack and made 
mi my mind I was going to stay there. 
The horse did not agree with me at first, 
and as fast as I got in the saddle I was 
thrown out again, but atter awhile the 
horse got tired and I was boss. This horse 
was not one of the easy-gaited horses you 
see in the parks of this country, but a 
Texas broncho. 
If gentlemen who wish to 
ride would try this method tbev would 
soon learn, and without the expense of a 
riding master either. Of course, they might 
get a few bruises at first. To keep a 
proper seat in the saddle just sit down as 
though you had a chair to sit on. Sit 
firmly and erect. 
Let your legs hang 
down on either side of the horse, and hook 
your toes in the stirrups. 
Don’t use a 
short stirrup,'but have them just long 
enough so that you can rest a little weight 
on them and so place your weight evenly 
on the horse’s back. 
Press your knees in 
tightly to the horse’s body and get a grip 
on him. 
This will steady you, and you 
will be able to move more with the horse. 
Just fancy you and your horse are one and 
in sympathy. This will save you from 
getting tired quickly and will save your 
horse. 
Follow these instructions, and 
practice, and yon will soon be able to 
ride.

h o w a l a d y s h o u l d r id e . 
The saddlery for the use of ladies is 
similar to that devoted to gentlemen’s 
riding, except that it is more ornamental 
and the saddle is furnished with crutches 
for side riding. Tho saddle should he 
carefully fitted to the horse, and there 
should always be a third crutch. The 
stirrup may lie either like a man’s with a 
lining of leather or velvet, or it may be a 
slipper, which is safer, and also easier to 
the foot. The lady’s whip is a light affair, 
but, as her horse ought seldom to require 
punishment, it is carried more to threaten 
than to give punishment. 
A spur may be 
added for a lady’s use; it is sometimes 
needful for the purpose of giving a stim­ 
ulus at the right moment. 
If used, it is 
buckled on to the boot, anil a small opening 
is made in the habit, with a string at­ 
tached to the inside, which is then tied 
around the ankle, and thus keeps the spur 
always projecting beyond the folds of the 
habit. A nose martingale isgeneraliy added 
for ornament; but no horse which throws 
his head up is fit for alaily’suse. In mount­ 
ing the horse is held steady, taking care to 
keep him well where the lady stands. The 
gentleman assistant then places his right 
hand on hisright knee and receives thela- 
ilv's left foot. Previously to this she has taken 
the reins in her right hand, then with Iter 
left on the gentleman’s shoulder she makes 
a spring from the ground and is easily 
lifted into the saddle. 
As she rises she 
still kee[is hold of the crutch, which 
throws the body sideways into the saddle. 
The right knee hooked over the crutch 
keeps tiie body from slipping backwards, 
whilsts the left keeps it from a forward mo­ 
tion, and thus the proper position is main­ 
tained. 
In all cases the right foot should 
be kept back, and the {mint of the toe 
should scarcely be visible. 
In spite of her 
side-seat the liody should be square to 
the front, with the elbow easily bent, and 
preserved in its proper position by the 
same precaution. The whip is genérallv 
held in the right hand, with the last 
pointing forward, and towards the left, 
and by this position it may lie used on 
any part of the horse’s body by reaching 
over to the left and cutting before or be­ 
hind the saddle, or with great ease on the 
right side. 
In dismounting the horse is 
brought to a dead stop, and his head held 
by an assistant; the lady then turns her 
knee back again in from the position lie- 
tween the outside crutch, takes her foot 
out of the stirrup, and sits completely 
sideways; she then puts her left hand on 
the gentleman's shoulder, who places his 
arm around her waist, and lightly assists 
her to the ground.

It will take 6,760 books of gold leaf to 
gild the dome of the Boston State House. 
Each book contains twenty sheets of gold 
leaf, each sheet containing a little over 9; 
square inches. The sheets are so thin 
that 1,000 of them laid one on the other 
make but an inch in thickness. The gold 
is within a karat of pure, and weighs 3Í 
pounds troy. 
Each book is worth 70 
cents, so that the gold leaf alone costs 
$4,732. It will take fifteen skilled work­ 
men six weeks to do the job. 


Riding horseback has to come natural, I 
think ; at least I know it did to me. I had 
a fancy that I would like to ride, and so I 
got a horse, mounted him, and soon taught 
myself how to. 
1 have never been taught 
how to ride. 
I know the various rules laid 
down by riding-masters, and can follow 
them, but often 1 just want to be comfort­ 
able on the horse, and so do as I please. 
First of all I thoroughly understand my 
horse and learn his gaits. 
I use a short 
stirrup, and rest a great deal 
of my 
weight in it. A great many are now try 
ing to do away with the short stirrup. I 
don’t think it is at all easy to do so after 
one has been used to riding with it 
always. 
A long stirrup may have its 
advantage», but one has to learn to ride 
with 
a 
long stirrup. 
When 
in the 
saddle, to ride correctly throw your ri^'ht 
shoulder hack, sit squarely facing vour 
horse and keep your head back. 
Hold 
your reins short enough to feel y«,ar horse’s 
mouth and keep the hands well down. 


It was a dressmaker who made and an­ 
nounced, a short time ago, the interesting 
discovery that women nowadays are taller 
and larger in every way than their mothers 
and grandmothers were before them, and 
careful research anil inquiry among those 
who know about this sort of thing has 
verified this statement. 
Women, certainly, are increasing in size, 
and if they continue at the some rate of 
development for the next century we may 
expect to see as a result a marked physical 
improvement in the race. 
It is not an easy matter to obtain the 
necessary information in a sufficiently exact 
form from which to make deductions' like 
the above. The data must come principally 
from those who arc engaged in making or 
purveying clothing for women, a work 
which is 
divided 
inte» multitudinous 
branches, and which cannot in any of its 
various forms he made an exact science-. 
The custom of making gowns, cloaks, etc.. 
from careful measurements worked out by 
charts, diagram or some of the numerous 
“ systems” of the day is very modern. 
Twenty or twenty-five years ago the dress­ 
makers blocked out rudely a sort of rough 
sketch in cloth of the garments to be made, 
and this was then “ pinned o n ” to the 
future wearer, and, with taking in here 
and letting out there, with pinching and 
nipping and hasting and snipping, it was 
finally reduced to the required proportions 
and made a lovely fit. 
A pattern was often cut from one suc­ 
cessful model of this sort, in those uncriti­ 
cal days, to he used for many days and by 
many persons thereafter. 
However satisfactory to the wearei this 
process might he, one readily discovers that 
it gave no exact measurements to the seek­ 
ers after such facts. So, although inter­ 
views were sought with women who had 
been making lovely gowns for other women 
for the last fifty years, and in one instance 
with one who had succeeded her mother in 
the business and had books extending over 
a long period of years, yet no exact figures 
can be given except for the last quarter of 
a century. 
These, however, are very instructive. 
They show that twenty or twenty-five years 
ago the average waist of a young lady was 
20 inches, while 18 was considered the 
proper size for true gentility, and many 
boasted of 17, 16 and even—oh horrors!— 
15 inches! 
It was a very buxom matron 
who would confess to 21 or 22 inches. 
Going a littie farther hack than this, who 
does not remember a grandma whose waist, 
according to the family tradition, grandpa 
could span with his two hands? 
Comparing with these figures the facts 
which the modern dressmaker and cloak- 
maker furnishes, and we find that the aver­ 
age waist measure for a young woman of 
this year of grace is from 24 to 26 inches, 
with a bust measure from 36 to 38. 
“ Of course there are exceptions,” said a 
well-known furrier and cloakmaker while 
talking on this subject; “ we do have cus­ 
tomers who lace tremendously. 
Look at 
this order for a close-fitting jacket, for in­ 
stance; the bust measure is 38, indicating 
a large woman, while the waist measure is 
only 23 inches. How she can compress 
herself to that size is a mysterv, but she 
does.” 
“Do you have many such customers ?” 
“N o ; it is only occasionally that orders 
are given for a garment of a certain size 
and the customer agrees to get herself 
into it. The majority of those for whom 
we make garments have sensible, well- 
proportioned figures, which do not seem 
to be greatly changed by compression of 
any sort. 
ith the question of height and weight 
the makers of costumes have little to do, 
as either outer gaiments or dresses require 
that only a portion of the entire height 
should be measured. The dressmakers, 
however, say that there is a corresponding 
increase of height, which is indicated rela­ 
tively by the larger bust and waist meas­ 
ures. 
GROWING TALLER. 
The larger bust measure, moreover, im­ 
plies usually an increased weight, as it is 
usually an indication of the plumpness of 
the figure rather than the chest develop­ 
ment, as in the case of man. 
The glove-makers, when interviewed on 
this question, said that there was ptobablv 
no increase in size in the goods they sold, 
though gloves were no doubt moré com­ 
fortable to the hand now than formerly, 
owing to the fact of their being more care­ 
fully cut, made anil fitted. 
The sizes of 
which the most gloves are sold are six and 
six and a quarter, and they have been the 
standard sizes for many years. This is 
true, however, only of a good class of 
goods and in a large city. 
In the cheaper 
goods and in the smaller cities, towns or 
country larger sizes are sold. This also 
has not changed relatively for a long time, 
but remains the fact to dav as it was vears 
ago. 
The bootmaker agreed substantially with 
the man who dealt in softer kid.' The 
pointed toes and high-pointed heel set half­ 
way under the foot, in which our grand­ 
mothers used to rejoice, are now a thing of 
the past. The little satin slippers made 
in this absurd fashion were pretty to look 
at, and a bride’s shoe of that time no doubt 
made a pretty drinking cup; hut for real 
sensible, practical everv-day use, the mod­ 
ern 
Waalkenphasts 
and 
English-toed 
shoes and boots are immensely superior 
articles. 
These modern shoes are not really any 
larger than the earlier foot coverings; bnt 
a scientific knowledge of anatomy has been 
combined with the skill of the shoemakers, 
and the result shows in vastly more com 
fortable and sensible foot-gear. 
Every­ 
body knows the 
Waulkenphasts, with 
their broad soles and low, wide heels. The 
so-called “London-toed” shoe and boot is 
another and still more modern invention, 
and it seems as though {lerfection had l>een 
reached. 
The toe is pointed, for the foot is not 
square at the end, and there is no reason 
why the boot should be, but the boot is 
nearly straight on the inner side and curves 
on the outer, bringing the point where it 
should he, in a position to accommodate 
the great toe with comfort. Then the up­ 
pers are so put on the sole that there is 
more room for the thicker {lortion, the inner 
side of the foot, than is allowed for the 
outer and thinner part. From three and 
a half to five continue to be the average 
sizes sold, as for many years past, with 
majority in favor of four and a half. 


The 
F orm a tio n ol 
theory is held 
P etro leu m . 
b y Professor Men- 
deleef, of Russia, that petroleum is pro­ 
duced by water, which penetrates the 
earth’s crust and comes in contact with 
glowing carbides of metals, especially of 
iron. The water is decomposed into its 
constituent gases, the oxygen uniting with 
the iron, while the nitrogen takes up the 
carbon and ascends to a higher region, 
where parts of is condensed into mineral oil, 
and part remains as natural gas, to escajie 
wherever and whenever it can find an out­ 
let. 
If this assumption is correct, and a 
sufficient store of metallic carBides is con­ 
tained in the earth’s interior, petroleum 
may continue to he formed almost indefin­ 
itely, and yield a supply of fnel long after 
‘ the coal has become exhausted. Professor 
Mendeleef supports his views by producing 
artificial protroleum in a manner sim ilar 
to that by which he believes the natural 
product is made.

THE SURE RESULT. 
It will be seen, of course, that while the 
statements of boot anil glove-makers do not 
mention any increasing size of feet and 
hands among ladies, yet it amounts to the 
same thing practically. The increase at 
the most would lie very slight, and this 
could be easily accommodated without be­ 
ing perceived, even in the more scientifi­ 
cally cut and adjusted articles of to-day in 
this line. The only fair test would he to 
have some of our modern girls try to step 
into their grandmothers’ shoes in a literal 
fashion. 
It is scfe to affirm that, if cut 
and made as those were in ve olden tvme, 
the modern shoes would have to be a size 
or two larger in order to be wearable. 
When we think of the 16-inch waists 
and the pointed, high-heeled slippers, we 
cannot wonder that our grandmothers “en­ 
joyed poor health,” as many of them did, 
though working hard and rearing large 
families at the same time. Indeed, we 
need go back no further than the days of 
our mothers to find that it was then fash­ 
ionable for young ladies to be “delicate.” 
It was considered positively unladylike to 
have robust health, strong limbs, rosy 
cheeks and a good appetite, and many 
lives were no doubt sacrificed to this foolish 
fashion. 
But we have changed all tliat. 
The 
modem young* lady who walks and rides 
and rows; who plays tennis and practices 
archery, and bowls with her brother; who 
rides a tricycle and goes to the gymnasium 
and takes cold morning baths; who is a 


graduate of the cooking school, and knows * 
aliout all sorts of housework, as well as 
botany and quart i nions—this young ladv 
; has a physique like a Greek goddess, and 
j she is proud of it, too. She boasts of what 
! she can do in this line, and if she is ever 
’ sick, barring accident, she 
is 
rather 
ashamed of the fact anil conceals it as care­ 
fully as possible. 
_ No wonder our women are increasing in 
size and physical strength, with such aids 
to health and such a strong public senti­ 
ment in the right direction. 
After interviews with dressmakers and 
others in that line, Dr. Dudley A. Sargent, 
the director of the gymnasium at Harvard 
University, and an authority on all topics 
of physical culture, was a-'kid for his opin­ 
ion an this matter. 
H e did not wish to Le quoted, with true 
scientific caution, because V- considered 
the data tqion which any statement of the 
kind could lie based were too meagre and 
incomplete to make the deductions of great 
importance. 
When urged, however, to 
an off-hand opinion, a “snap diagnosis,” as 
the doctors call it, he stated that I»e had no 
doubt women were improving physically, 
if they had not already done so. * 
The whole tendency of civilization is, of 
course, toward deterioration, and it is onlv 
by such agencies as the gymnasium ami the 
modern fashion for out-of-door life that we 
can hope to keep up the standard. 
Dr. Sargent is the inventor of a system 
of physical culture which has been adopted 
at Harvard with most surprisingly good 
results. 
A single group of facts will illus­ 
trate these. 
Careful measurements are 
made of each student at the gymnasium, 
which are compiled into a “total strength.” 
The highest total strength of I860, that is, 
the best physical development, was in­ 
dicated by the figures 675t2, while the 
average tor the ten best men that vear was 
665.2. 
In 1881 the highest was 801.9, and 
the average for the best ten was 676.9. 
In 
188-2 the highest was 1,085.6, and the 
average 854.8. 
In 1883 the highest re­ 
mained tue same and the average was in­ 
creased to 893.4, while in 1384 the highest 
total strength was 1,272.8 and the average 
1,018. 
Since 1884 complete tables have not 
been compiled, but sufficient is known to 
show that there are no less than 200 men 
now in college whose total strength is 
higher than the best man in 1880. 
Referring to the admirable results indi­ 
cated above and the surprisingly short 
time needed to obtain them, Dr. Sargent 
was asked if it were not probable that out­ 
door life and amusements were accomplish­ 
ing almost equally good and rapid results 
among women of the present dav. “There 
is no doubt of it,” was his reply. “In­ 
deed, we are making more permanent ad­ 
vance with women than with men in this 
line. 
Why, just look at this- list of names 
of last year’s students in the summer 
school of physical culture here at the 
gymnasium. See how many of them are 
physicians; notice the schools and insti­ 
tutions represented, and reflect on the 
work they are going to do and the influ­ 
ence they will have among women. 
We 
hall doubtless see a marked result in a 
very few years from their work.” 
Dr. Sargent is at present collecting facts 
upon this very subject, and we may hope 
to have before long a thoroughly" scien- 
sific treatment of the topic from his pen, 
though not much more can be said at 
present than what is given.— Jean Kincaid, 
in Boston Globe.

BessemeFs steel patents have brought 
him $35,385,000 on royalties. 
An estimate places the number of per­ 
sons supported by all forms of employment 
furnished by electricity at 5,000,000. 
I t has been decided that no theater in 
Madrid will he allowed to open its doors 
next winter unless it shall be lighted by 
electricity. 
. 
The luminosity of phosphorus is im­ 
paired by a dense and increased by a rare­ 
fied atmosphere. 
At a pressure of sixty 
pounds to the square inch, or four atmos­ 
pheres, phosphorus is non-luminous. 
According to M unhall’s dictionary of 
statistics the average age of all the people 
living in France is 32 years, 2 months and 
12 days. 
In tjie United States the average 
is only 24 years, 10 months and 24 days. 
_ Sheet-steel Is now copper-plated on both 
sides by electro-deposition 
and used as 
sheet-copper. The sheet is decarbonized 
steel,.and one of the copper sides is tinned. 
Tue new material is manufactured at 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. 
Glass-blowing is an art nearly 4,000 
years old, perhaps older; yet there lias 
never been any device discovered to take 
the place of the human lungs in the blow­ 
ing. 
Bottles, however, are blown with a 
mold, and mechanical bellows. 
Bulk-windows that are cased up from 
the main store may tie kept free Irom steam 
and frost byja small door or a pane of glass 
that will swing open near the top of the 
window, so as to let hot air near the top 
escape, and the cold air from out doors will 
go in and keep the glass clean. 
A new organ, called an orgue electrique, 
lias been placed in the Church of Sainte 
Clotilde, in the Faubourg Saint-Germain. 
It is the first instrument of the kind that 
has appeared in a Paris church. The ac­ 
cumulators are placed behind the high 
altar, whence the wires arc connected 
with the keyboards and the organ pipes. 
The value of condiments in the prepara­ 
tion of food is tieiug discussed. 
Author­ 
ities that may be considered reliable assert 
that red pepper and salt are specially 
valuable as aids to appetite and digestion. 
Various herbs and spices are also goal, 
while all the condiments used in salads 
promote digestion and the assimilation of 
food. 
Belts conveying power are very apt to 
slip on pulleys, but a new pulley hits been 
devised to prevent this. The pulley is 
covered with perforated sheet-iron one-six­ 
teenth of an inch thick, which is riveted 
to the pulley. The tension on the belt 
causes it to slightly grip the holes, and 
thus slipping is avoided, while at the same 
tim e the pulley is strengthened. 
Extended observations at Paris and at 
Munich indicate that the sanitary condi­ 
tions of a locality depend- on the amount 
of water contained in the ground. The 
years in which there has been a large 
quantity of grouud-water present have in­ 
variably been the healthiest, while those 
in which there has been a smaller quan­ 
tity have invariably been the unhealthiest. 
The apparent paradox that the most 
transparent water is at the same time per­ 
fectly opaque from a certain point of view 
is shown by a simple experiment. Partly 
fill a glass eoblet with clear water and 
hold it a little above the level of the eye 
and distant a foot or more. No object can 
lie seen when held just over the surface of 
the water, bnt the water surface appears 
like a burnished mirror. 
Messrs. AVoodhouse and Rawson have 
lately introduced a new form of carbon for 
microphones, which is sufficiently hard to 
scratch glass and is extremely homogene­ 
ous. 
It is, moreover, uninfluenced by the 
state of the atmosphere. This carbon is 
said to he much superior to that now em­ 
ployed in the Blake telephone, and to be 
particularly suited to long distance tel­ 
ephony. 
Russian observations have sho'.tu that 
teeth decay in a quite regular ezder, the 
lower third molar being the first attacked, 
then the upper, then the lower fourth mo­ 
lar and so on, the lower incisors and ca­ 
nine teeth being the last affectid. 
Upper 
teeth, as a rule, are more durable than 
lower, right than left, those of dark per­ 
sons than those of blondes, those of sliort 
persons than those of tall. 
The bacillus of whoopic^ cough is the 
latest arrival. It differs irom other bac­ 
teria, but is somewhat like Friedlsaider’s 
pneumonia bacillus. 
'tT. Afansicff, the 
discoverer, detected t i e bacillus, in the 
sputum of his own aaid other children. 
That \va- stained with methyl-violet, and 
the bacilli were detected in tho pus corpus 
cles with a magnifying power of 700-1000 
on a 1-12 oil imvnersion objective. 
Oxygen was discovered by Priestly, of 
England, and Scheele, of Sweden, inde­ 
pendently, in 1774. Oxygen gas was liqui­ 
fied by M. Jiaoul Pictet, of Geneva, on De­ 
cember 22, 1887, and soon after by Cail- 
letre, of Paris. The gas becanio liquid 
under a pressure of 300 atmospheres, 
equa.’t to 4,500 pounds to the square inch 
at the temperature of 95° below zero of the 
Centigrade thermometer, or §5° of F ahr­ 
enheit.

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W hile it gratifies the people of the Pa­ 
cific coast to secure from Congress a bill in 
anv Ima-':re restrictive of Chinese immi­ 
gration. the manner in which the Scott bill 
was brought to notice, its treatment in 
Congress, and tiie relation of the Adminis­ 
tration i it, humiliate and shame its. 
It 
is in -hort, more than humiliating that to 
supfiosed party exigency we should be in­ 
debted for that which, in justice, should 
long since have been granted to us. 
The a tion of the House of Representa­ 
tives h. refusing to direct its enrollment 
committee to deliver the bill when duly 
passed by both Houses of Congress to the 
President for approval or rejection, was 
properly characterized by Senator Stewart 
as *• revolutionary." 
This condonation of 
delay by the committee, if it is to become 
a precedent, is one of the most dangerous 
character, and puts the liberties of the 
people in jeopardy.

Every plea of the 
Pacific men for a few hours’ delay was 
scorned—not a moment of time could they 
gain, but the bill was rushed through and 
sent to the Senate within the hour. 
It mun he kept in view that the Ad­ 
ministration had negotiated a treaty with 
China upon this very subject. It had been 
amended in the Senate, approved and sent 
to the Chinese Government lor ratifica­ 
tion. 
Meanw hile a bill to carry the treaty 
into effect had been prepared and was on 
it- way through Congress according to 
usual routine. 
AVithout any official com­ 
munication from the Chinese Government 
concerning its action upon the treaty, with 
nothing more than a vague rumor that the 
Emperor of China had rejected it, the 
whole scheme of treaty negotiations and 
legislation under it was suddenly aban­ 
doned. 
A ll the excuses made by the ma­ 
jority for non-legislation were 
thrown 
overboaru; nothing more was heard of 
“ the wisdom of a convention with China 
before legislation,” or of “ the gross viola­ 
tion of international law and etiquette to 
legislate against a ¡tending treaty.” 
A ll 
these things were swept aside, and the 
Scott bill was passed. 
In the Senate this extraordinary matter 
assumed 
new phase. 
The very men who 
had been so hasty to pass the bill and who 
denied the Pacific coast opportunity to de­ 
liberately examine into its provisions, sud­ 
denly shifted their course, and now sought 


to delay the bill. 
The party of the Ad­ 
ministration found it had acted hastily, for 
no reliable news of the rejection of the 
treaty came from China; the flying ru­ 
mors of a week before were unconfirmed ; 
some hundreds of American citizens in 
China might be put in great peri! should 
the Scott bill pass ; or the treaty might be 
ratified, in which case to approve the re­ 
striction bill would be to insult the Chi­ 
nese Empire and invoke serious complica­ 
tions—the bill must therefore he stayed in 
the Senate and the President’s candidacy 
be preserved from harm. But though some 
objections to its final passage were inter­ 
posed in the Senate, that body took the 
Administration at its word, passed the bill 
and sent it back to the House. It was now 
the duty of the Enrolling Committee to 
enroll it and send it forthwith to the Pres­ 
ident. 
But the President, caught in a political 
trap, had committed him self to a most 
dangerous precedent; having relied ujwn 
the ability of his party to delay the meas­ 
ure in the Senate until the fate of the 
Chinese treaty could be ascertained, while 
he and his party in the meantime reaped 
supposed political advantage by this newly- 
l>orn solicitude to respond to the demand 
of the Pacific coast; he was now placed in 
a delicate, not to say pcrilons, position 
Nothing remained therefore but to secure 
tactical advantage in order to gain time, 
while the cables about the world to China 
fairly hissed with messages seeking informa­ 
tion as to the fate of the treaty. 
In this 
dilemma the Chairman of the House Com­ 
mittee on Enrollment announced that he 
would withhold the bill from the Execu 
tive “out of courtesy to the Senate” where 
a resolution—by a Senator who believed 
the introduction and passage of the bill 
¡lending ratification of the treaty to he bad 
legislation—to stay the bill in its course, 
was pending. 
But the Senate tabled that 
resolution, and there was nothing for it 
but to pocket the bill and brazen out the 
revolutionary movement, as Mr. Kilgore 
has done. 
So we have the novel situation pre­ 
sented, of the very men who denied the 
Pacific coast delegation so much as 
minute of time in which to examine the 
h ill; who rushed it through in hot haste 
and with pretended solicitude to extin­ 
guish the Chinese evil with one sweeping 
stroke of the legislative sabre, whipping 
about, and themselves seeking to delay, if 
not defeat, the very measure they had but 
just railroaded through. 
Mistaken in

tween the rocks of old-time prejudices 
and international etiquette, they were now 
found begging for precisely that they had 
a few hours before denied to others. 
We say that aside from all the partisan 
issues; distinct from the political clap-trap 
and trickery hedging it about, this question 
of the action of the Enrollment Commit­ 
tee is of utmost importance in the history 
of American legislation, and of the most 
vital interest to the liberties of the people. 
As Representative Morrow well said, if the 
Chairman of the Committee on Enrollment, 
may, in the exercise of his discretion, delay 
sending a bill to the President a day, he 
inav withhold it for several days, for a 
week, a month or a year, and until the 
House peremptorily commands him to de­ 
liver it. 
If the measure involved the fate 
ot battle the committee would not dare to 
tun: the tide against our arms by such 
action, yet its ¡losition is that it has the 
power to do so. 
Strong enough on a ¡¡arty 
vote to secure approval from ‘.he Housci 
the committee deliberately says to the 
people: 
“ You may make the laws, but 
we will sec to it that they shall not become 
operative until our pleasure moves us.” 
The President may veto a hill, but here is 
a legislative committee exercising 1 greater 
power, and absolutely stopping the way 
between the Executive and the houses of 
legislation. 


This is a perilous position to take; that 
the committee has the approval of the 
President does not one ¡¡article excuse it— 
on the contrary it is cause of aggravation.

enrolled bills, has* come some good, since 
Senator Stewart has introduced a bill re­ 
quiring such committees hereafter to trans­ 
mit hills to the President immediately 
upon enrollment. 
The bill cannot meet 
with any opposition based upon reason, 
and it may therefore be expected to pass

Something effective must be done 
about the menace, and that at once. 
That 
which, if it had been taken in time, could, 
by watchfulness, have been handled easily 
and kept under, is now to be controlled only 
by the output of a great energy. 
But it 
must be done, and at once. If it is necessary 
to lay the ax to half the trees in the city 
to save the others, they must fall. 
Let us 
hope, however, that we will not be driven 
to this extremity. 
A great deal of ¡>ro¡>erty, in fact, belongs 
to non-residents, some more is vacant, and 
the owners are unable to expend the sum 
necessary to cleanse the trees. 
Other 
properly is occupied or owned by people 
who have neither the time nor the money 
necessary to fight the pest, while the ma­ 
jority of the people are not yet informed 
how to wage the war. 
So, too, it is not 
probable that half a dozen have spraying 
apparatus, and that not one spraying pump 
in the city is sufficiently 
powerful to 
reach the loftier foliage. 
A great many 
people are careless or indifferent upon the 
subject, precisely as they were before the 
Board of Health compelled them to ob­ 
serve certain sanitary regulations. 
It 
would seem, therefore, that to make the 
war against the scale successful, we must 
inaugurate it according to a well-defined 
and systematic scheme. 
It ought to be 
laid out by ordinance and obedience made 
complusory upon all by stringent enact­ 
ments and heavy penalties. 
The city 
should have constructed two or three 
machines equal to reaching all foilage for 
application of remedies, and these should 
be operated by forces of men undsr in­ 
struction of competent overseers, when 
parties do not themselves do the work. 
For service upon a line of trees, moder; te 
charges should be made, and thus the city 
outlay be returned. 
W here there are non­ 
resident owners, the process of the law 
should be the same as in the removal of 
nuisances, and where the occupants of land 
are unable to meet the expenses, other 
provisions should be made for doing the 
work, for it is the matter of public weal 
and not merely of individual benefit. 
If the cleansing is left to individual 
effort without official supervision, very 
ittle will be accomplished, for the trees of 
one or two stubborn, ignoraut, or negligent 
lot-owners w ill breed sufficient pests, that 
will he transmitted to neighboring trees 
and shrubs and herbage, and be carried 
and distributed by birds, to ruin all tlic city 
foliage. 
The energy necessary to eradicate the 
pests in the city ought to be reflected in 
activity by county officials to secure the 
cleanliness of suburban orchards and shrub­ 
bery. 
This State will certainly be called 
upon the coming winter to handle the 
whole subject with energy for the orchard 
interests generally. 
The fruit interests of 
this State cannot he left to the hazard of 
such dabbling legislation concerning the 
insect pests as we have had in the past. 
Laws have been passed to compel orchard- 
ists to cleanse their trees and apply reme­ 
dies for the pests, but for most ¡¡art these 
laws have been ignored or defied, and the 
local inspectors appointed to enforce them 
have proved unequal to the task. 
Cali­ 
fornia cannot afiord a single season longer 
to put into force measures equal to con­ 
quering the evil wherever and whenever it 
it appears.

There is quite as much reason for inspec­ 
tion of these lifts now so generally in use, 
as of steam boilers, stairways in public 
buildings, exits to theaters, etc.

The San Francisco Alta California is dis­ 
pleased with our explanation concerning 
the extract (¡noted as from the London 
Times, declaring the Irish useful only to 
England when they come to America and 
vote for free trade. 
We have distinctly 
stated that the quotation should have been 
;redited to the London Sunday Times. Our 
esteemed contemporary, whose head only is 
politically wrong, anen that even then it is 
valueless as being from an indifferent 
paper, and one not of political tone. 
Vet 
it appears to have a very large clientage, 
and to have maintained existence since 
1822. 
But the Alta denies that even the 
Sunday Times used any such expression. 
It is not a difficult matter to verify the 
truth or establish the falsity of the charge 
made, by direct proof, and these will be 
commanded.

The nomination of Hon. Benjamin Har­ 
rison for President on the Republican 
ticket recalls his last notable visit to this 
city on May 80, 1878. 
He came then on a 
most horrible errand. 
The body of his 
father, John Scott Harrison, who died at 
his home in North Bend on the 27th of 
May, 
1878, had been stolen by body- 
snatchers and carried to the dissecting- 
room of the Ohio Medical College, in this 
city. 
The affirir caused a tremendous sen­ 
sation, and was the direct cause of the 
passage of a law bv the Ohio Legislature 
to prevent body-snatching, by allowing the 
medical colleges to have all the unclaimed 
dead in hospitals and Dublie institutions. 
The part played by General Ben Harrison 
in the matter was quite conspicuous, and 
he did everything possible to ferret out 
and punish the ghouls, but without success. 
Hon. John bcott Harrison was one of the 
most res¡>eoted citizens of Hamilton county, 
a son of President W illiam Henry Harri­ 
son, the hero of Tippecanoe. 
On Satur­ 
day, May 25th, the venerable man was 
found dead in the bedroom of his home at 
North Bend, upon the historic farm, which 
was the gilt of liis father. 
He had died 
suddenly of 
SOME MYSTERIOUS DISEASE, 
And curiosity was so much excited among 
the medical fraternity that the grave-rob- 
bers determined to desecrate the grave. On 
the following Wednesday the remains were 
buried in the cemetery under the shadow 
of the monument of Tippecanoe. 
There 
were many eminent Cincinnatians present 
at the funeral, which was held in the vil­ 
lage church, 
where 
the 
sermon 
was 
preached by Rev. Horace Busliuell, the 
blind Presbyterian clergyman. 
Standing 
at the grave were the relatives of the de­ 
ceased, including General Ben Harrison. 
At the time of the obsequies there were 
rumors that grave-robbers had recently 
visited this vicinity, and the neighborhood 
was greatly disturbed thereby. 
Every pre­ 
caution had been taken to prevent any­ 
thing of tlie kind. 
The cemeteries had 
been 
guarded, 
the 
suspected 
parties 
watched. 
To still further guard against 
disturbance, the grave of John Scott Har­ 
rison was dug to an unusual depth, care­ 
fully walled with brick, and when par­ 
tially tilled a large stone, the weight of 
which required the united strength of six­ 
teen men to overcome, was placed over the 
metallic- case to prevent intrusion or vio­ 
lation, and the whole covered with cement. 
Then to make assurance doubly sure a 
guard was stationed at the grave. 
This 
watch was to be kept up for thirty days at 
least, and the relatives of the honored dead 
congratulated themselves that 
THEIR SAD DUTY WAS PERFORMED. 
Scarcely had this task been accomplished 
when it was discovered that another grave 
had been rifled, and one but a few feet 
from the place to which the honored aud 
beloved one had been consigned. 
It was 
the grave of August Devins, a young man 
who had resided in the vicinity, and who 
had died of consumption but a few days 
previous. 
The discovery being fully veri­ 
fied by further investigation, John Harri­ 
son, a son of the lamented John Scott 
Harrison, and George Eaton, a grandson, 
came to the city to search for Devins’ 
body, supposing it luid been brought to 
one of the medical colleges. 
The first 
¡winter obtained was from a paragraph in 
the Em/uirer, which called attention to 
the fact that a buggy had been driven into 
the alley back of the medical college, and 
something white was taken out and smug­ 
gled into the college. 
Having obtained 
the necessary search warrant, Mr. Harri­ 
son and his companion secured the services 
of detective Tom Snelbaker, who has since 
died, and accompanied by constable Walter 
Lacy and deputy constable Cullen, they 
proceeded to the Ohio Medical College. 
They inspected every room and peered 
into 
every 
ante-room 
from 
the 
first 
floor 
to 
the 
dissecting 
room. 
The 


suspicious actions of t h e ja n ito r 
Of the building, a mail named Marshall, 
attracted the attention of the keen-witted 
Snelbaker, who found that the janitor, 
who had left ostensibly to ask the officers 
of the college to be present during the 
search, had gone up-stairs to the dead- 
room, but finding lie was watched, _ re­ 
turned. 
They proceeded to tlie dissecting- 
room, and attention was directed to a wind­ 
lass and rope which ran down through 
a square hole in the floor and through the 
wall from the upper floor to the eliute in 
the cellar. 
Regarding this with suspicion, 
Colonel Snelbaker felt the rope, and it was 
taut. This convinced the Colonel. “ Here is 
somebody,” he said, and seizing the crank 
he began to turn the windlass. 
Little did 
the son and grandson suspect as they stood 
there awaiting what was to be brought to 
their view by this terrible process. Nearer 
and heavier it came to tlie surface, and 
soou it came in sight. 
It was a naked 
body except tlie head and shoulders. 
The 
ghouls had robbed the cor¡>se of its grave 
clothes, only covering the face with an 
old, tattered shirt for the purpose of avoid­ 
ing detection should the body lie seen. 
“ It is not tlie man,” said Mr. Harrison, 
little thinking that it was tlie body of one 
NEARER AND DEARER TO HIM 
Than the one which he sought. 
“ It is not 
the man for whom 1 am looking; he died 
of consumption, and was more emaciated 
than this one.” 
And lie was preparing to 
give up the search in this direction, when 
Colonel Snelbaker urged him to look at 
the face, which was still covered with the 
cloth which had been thrown over it. 
“ You had better look at the face,” lie 
said. 
“ You might be mistaken, and you’ll 
never forgive yourself if you allow any 
doubtful jioint to pass.” 
“ It is hardly 
necessary,” said Mr. Harrison, 
hesitat­ 
ingly, and evidently desiring to retreat. 
“ Still, since you insist upon it, I will do 
so.” 
The body was then raised out of the 
well, the trap dropped beneath it and the 
body lowered upon it. 
As the head leaned 
forward blood streamed from an incisión 
iu the neck. 
The light from the windows 
directly above shone directly on the head 
and 
shoulders. 
When 
Air. 
Harrison 
raised the covering from the face of the 
dead it revealed the features of an old man 
with full white beard, cut squarely off' an 
inch below the chin ; white hair, closely 
cut at the back; a face discolored by the 
pressure of the ro¡>e and rough handling 
from those by whom he had been dragged 
from the grave. 
“ An old man,” remarked 
some one, and Mr. Harrison stooped down 
to take a parting look at the face, when 
suddenly a change came over his counte­ 
nance. 
THE m.OOD FEED FROM niS FACE, 
And he seemed about to fall to the floor. 
“W hat is the matter?” Air. S. said, as lie 
stepped quickly to his relief. 
Still Air. 
Harrison was silent, his blanched face 
growing paler as, with eyes staring from 
their sockets, he gazed upon the face of the 
dead man before him, supporting himself 
upon the arm of tlie detective, until fin­ 
ally recovering himself, he gasped, “It’s 
father,” and sank almost unconscious into 
the arms of his attendants. 
Only an hour 
before lie detailed to Colonel Snelbaker 
the care taken to prevent the possibility 
of robbing his father’s grave, and now, 
without the slightest warning or expecta­ 
tion, he was confronted with the mutilated 
body of liis father. 
The moment was a terrible one, and one 
which could not 
lie described. 
Only 
twenty-four hours before he had seen the 
loved father laid in tlie grave very near 
to that of his honored ancestor, whose 
memory the United States is proud to re­ 
spect. 
Now the body lay before him mu­ 
tilated, disfigured, robbed of its habili­ 
ments, dishonored.

General Ben Harrison was at liis home in 
Indianapolis when «*i dispatch from Cincin­

gerously eiek, he left Indianapolis imme­ 
diately, accompanied by his wife, and at 10 
o clock on tire night of the discovery of 
the body he joined his brother in this city, 
hut first he learned the particulars of tlie 
affair at the Enquirer office. 
He was very 
determined that not only the perpetrators 
but the aiders and abettors in the sacrilege 
were found out and punished. 
The General telegraphed before leaving 
home to the leading cities for the best de­ 
tectives that could lie procured, and he re­ 
mained here several days directing opera­ 
tions. 
Alarshall, the* janitor, and his 
brother-in-law were arrested, but were sub­ 
sequently dismissed. 
The 
matter was 
brought to the attention of the grand jury 
by Lewis W. Irwin, who was then Prose­ 
cuting Attorney, but the desecrators were 
never caught. 
The facultv of the college 
expressed great regret that the affair had 
occurred, but blamed it 011 the laws of 
Ohio, which have since been satisfactorily 
amended, and grave-robbing in this State 
no longer exists. 
Tire remains of John 
Scott Harrison were reinterred in the 
original grave, and no rude hands have 
since disturbed liis peaceful sleep.

M ILITARY SOTES. 


The 
B attalion 
D rill 
W ednesday—The 
A nnual Shoot—Etc. 
The battalion drill at Armory Hall last 
Wednesday evening was far from being 
satisfactory. The galleries of the ha'i were 
crowded with spectators, and the compa­ 
nies all had the requisite number of men 
on the tioor. Firing by ranks and battalion 
and a few simple wheelings constituted the 
drill. The firing part was wretchedly done, 
nearly half of the triggers “ snapping” 
when the command “ recoverarins” would 
be given. In firing by ranks most of the 
rear ra n t seemed to be at a loss to know 
where to point the guns. 
In several 
instances, two guns would be leveled over 
the sboudder of one front rank man 
If 
each man in the rear rank had been in­ 
structed to step to the right with his right 
foot, this would have been avoided. It 
was not done, however, iu two cases out of 
three, and tended to prove that most of the 
companies were a little “rusty” in that line. 
The front of the battalion was very uneven 
when marching across the floor, and at the 
commands of ‘'fours left (or right) about” 
it appeared to a spectator ss though the 
whole line was going to pieces. 
A dress parade followed the drill, and 
passed off in a very neat manner. Dancing 
tollowetl, after which the crowd dispersed! 
Every member of the regiment should 
make i his duty to be present when his 
time comes to shoot, so that as high a per­ 
centage as possible can be obtained for the 
i .rst Artillery Regiment. The scores made 
ay Companies A ar.d B last Sunday have 
not been made public yet. E and G will 
take their turn to-morrow, and some good 
shooting may be expected, particularly from 
the latter company, which is composed of 
some ot the best sharpshooters in the State. 
The rifle used will be the Springfield breech­ 
loader. 
The Cadets, Brigade and Regi- 
:uenta. Staffs, and the Signal Corps will 
shoot on September .'Kith. It is not known 
as yet whether the Signal Corps will use 
their pistols or not. but undoubtedly they 
will, and this should be an interesting af- 
tair to witness. 
The demands for quarterly allowances 
should be handed in now as soon possible, 
so that by the first of October the money 
will be ready. 
An amusing incident occurred after the 
drill Wednesday evening. 
It appears that 
one of Company A’s men came down after 
his company was on the floor, and of course 
did not drill with them. 
He sat down

passed, with such expressions as “Oh, you 
slaves. ' He kept this up until the danc­ 
ing was announced, and then got a partner 
and was enjoying himself in a waltz when 
a provost guard, under command of Cap­ 
tain Glas, took charge of him and escorted 
him out of the hall to his armory (not 
without a little exercise however),where he 
was locked up, while the other members 
went down and danced. The prisoner was 
burning with rage and vowed his inten­ 
tions of “cleaning out” all the occu­ 
pants of the building. He was not given 
the opportunity, however, nor did he dance 
any more that night.

Notice 
was sent to police headquarters in San 
Francisc 
end last night a telegram was 
received from Chief Crowley, stating that 
Haitz bad been arrested and turned over 
to the I'lined States Marshal. 
Henderson was arraigned in the Superior 
Court in tills city yesterday and pleaded not 
guilty, Grove L. Johnson appearing as his 
attorney. Judge Vau Fleet granted him 
until next Wednesday to change his plea 
it he desired to. 
Officers Arlington, Franks and Frazee 
have gone to San Francisco to be present 
in the United States Circuit Court as wit­ 
nesses against the three men who were ar­ 
rested at Agricultural Park during the fair, 
for pass :ig counterfeit standard dollars. 
They han a good case against the men, 
having found a number ot the spurious 
pieces :n their possession.

Rev. Thomas Filben, the paslor, a recep­ 
tion. 
The last session of Conference, 
which was held at Pacific Grove a few days 
since, returned Mr. Fiiben to this pastorate. 
He had filled the pulpit for three years, 
had won the respect and esteem not onlv 
of his congregation but the community gen­ 
erally, and the act of the Conference in re­ 
turning him to this people was indorsed by 
the gathering last evening. Mr. Fiiben is 
one of tbe youngest members of the Confer­ 
ence, and one who takes an active pari, 
even outside of church matters, in ail 
things, political or otherwise, that has a 
tendency to Improve the morals of the 
community. 
W. F. Cronemiller made a short address, 
in which he said those assembled had done 
so to extend a hand of welcome to their 
pastor, and to celebrate the new departure 
made by Conference, which allowed a min­ 
ister to be returned to the same church fcr 
a fourth year. 
The young people then sang, “ Wake the 
Glad Song ot Jubiiie.” The song was ex­ 
cellently rendered by six young Iadie3 and 
two young men. 
Rev. Mr. Sommers of the A M. E. Church 
led in prayer. 
Mrs. J. E. Genung played a solo on the 
organ, which was of rare merit and ap­ 
plauded. 
Rev. A. T. Needham next made a short 
address. He said : As your Chairman re­ 
marked, you are here to-night to congratu­ 
late yourselves on the return of ycur pastor, 
to welcome him back to your hearts, your 
homes, and your pulpit, and to indorse the 
new departure made by the Conferei.ee, 
which makes his return for the fourth year 
possible. Heretofore the limit was three, 
and now it is made possible for a pastor to 
remain iu charge tí ibe same pulpit four 
and even live years. Out of all the pastors 
in the California Conference, but three have 
been returned for tbe fourth year, and your 
church is one of that number. The rules 
and regulations of the church change. For 
a time the ministers v. ere changed everv 
seoaion of Conference. The limit was after­ 
wards ch a n s't to two yeais, afterwards to 
thiee, and tit the last s.ssion of Con­ 
ference 
to 
five 
years. 
It 
is 
sim­ 
ply 
a 
pc ibilitv 
of 
five 
years, as 
they are only returned for one year each 
time. 
The ministers oí the Methodist 
Church don’t lose any time. Our system 
works grandly, a church is never without a 
pastor, and never a pastor without an ap­ 
pointment. I have never lost five hours’ 
time in the past twenty-four years, This 
thing of changing from one church to 
another is a good thing. The pastor in 
charge can see and correct evils, he can af­ 
ford to speak plainly, and if members feel 
aggrieved they can lav their complaint be­ 
fore the bishop, but then that minister will 
not be without an appointment. Let him 
be fearless and do bis duty, and the Church 
will take care of h im ; another appoint­ 
ment will be made and he sent elsewhere 
if it is thought best. You have come to 
give your pastor a reception to-night. This 
is right, this is proper, this shows a spirit 
of appreciation, a Christian spirit, but do 
not stop at this. You should give him two 
receptions every Sabbath of the year. Come 
to church twice on the holy Sabbath, and 
induce others to visit the house of God. 
There is nothing that stands more in the 
way of revival work in this city than that 
ot attending church but once on the Sabbath 
and spending the rest of the day in abso­ 
lute laziness and in lounging about. The 
excuse that you labor through the week and 
must have rest will not do. If our fathers 
who labored in the pulpit had met with this 
cold indifference they would not have had 
such noted revivals." We must deny our­ 
selves, take up the cross of Christ, and fol­ 
low him, and our efforts will be crowned 
with success. The man or woman who is 
satisfied with attending service but once on 
the Sabbath is not in trim to go to revival 
service. The revival will be nearly orquite 
over before the spirit for doing good is re­ 
vived in their hearts. At the close of a 
revival season they will exclaim ; “ How 
is it you closed so soon ? Why did you not 
keep on ?” This comes when the ministers 
are exhausted, and the brothers and sisters 
who have been laboring in the cause are 
tired out. Attend the church regularly. 
Let your pew never be empty. Be as 
prompt iu your place as the minister is in 
thepuipit, and you will always be ready to 
enter at the outset upon revival work. 
You have a pastor whom many other 
congregations would like to have. He has 
only kindly feelings in his heart toward all. 
He is an unce&siDg and never tiring worker, 
and all he does and says is in a purely 
Christian spirit, intended only for your best 
interest and future welfare. ’ 
The minister often is misunderstood, and 
his motives misconstrued, 
lie has said 
or done something that does not exactly 
accord with the views of some of his con- 
tregaliou. If he has said something that 
lias offended, rest assured he was honest, 
and give him credit for it. It is a well- 
known fact that even a minister of the 
gospel, 
try he ever so 
hard, 
cannot 
please everybody. If he starts out to 
jlease everyone 
and 
offend 
110 one, 
le will find himself in the position of the 
man. the boy and the donkey, we resd of 
in fable—he tried to please everybody, and 
lost nil. Ministers are but men ; they ex­ 
press their convictions, and sometimes 
give offense. They often have to say things 
from the pulpit that others think had bet­ 
ter be left unsaid. If the things fce S3ys 
are true, he feels constrained to make use 
of them, let the consequences be wbat they 
may. He is not infallible, neither are bis 
hearers. The speaker .nay be misunder­ 
stood ; he may be mistaken, or the hearer 
may be mistaken ; therefore let us have 
charity. 
Our hearers sometimes credit us with 
things we do u ot say. While the anti-rent 
agitation was at its hight in Ireland, a lady 
who was a regular attendant, after hearing 
the minister read his text, arose in high 
dudgeon, left her pew, walked out of the 
church, and said she didn't think a man 
who would advocate such doctrine should 
be allowed to preach in a civilized comma 
nity. When asked for an explanation, she 
said, “Sure and didn’t he read for his text. 
Except ye pay vour rent, you must all 
leave the'parish.' ” Now, this poor woman 
was entirely mistaken. 
The text was, 
“Except ve repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” 
Woe is me if I preach not the gospel of 
Christ. Ministers come to you as men of 
convictions ; they are the messengers of the 
Mo3t High sent to speak of the things of 
God, men who are following ont the deepest 
convictions the heart can possess. The 
doctrines they preach are the most tender, 
for they come nearer to us in the most ten­ 
der ties of life. In the baptism of yonr 
children it is he who officiates, who conse­ 
crates their young lives. When the mar­ 
riage ceremony is tobe performed, when 
your children are to t>e married, when they 
are to go forth from the family hearthstone 
to that of another, when vour hearts are 
tender, when you feel that this step is for 
weal or woe, for joy or sorrow, he again is 
called in to officiate. 
When death invades 
the home, the loved ones are laid iow, 
again the man of God is called in to offer 
consolation, to speak of hope, to tell 
you of that blissful future state where 
God's people 
will 
be 
again united. 
There is no profession in life more tender, 
or whose services are more important than 
that of the minister. The relations we 
sustain toward our pastor should be the 
most cordial, tender and pleasant. He can 
do nothing, he can accomplish nothing 
without the support of bis congregation. 
An eminent divine once said: “ I am suc­ 
cessful because there is so much of my 
power in the pew.” Said John Clark: 
" In the ministry the man rises very much 
above himself or sinks very much be­ 
neath himself.1’ 
In 
order 
to 
rise 
above himself he mu9t be thoroughly 
Chri9tain ; he must be aided by God. 
It is a very important thiDg, then, that 
you sustain yonr minister by praver. Let 
the membership of Central Church sustain 
their pastor : rally around him. I hope 
this will be the best year in the history of 
tbe Central Church. May your pastor's 
heaith be spared, and at the end of the 
year may it be said, “ Truly tbe Lord is 
with us.”

POPULAR EDUCATION. 


The M eeting o f the State Teachers' Asso 
elation In Sacram ento. 
Ira G. Iloitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, has returned from a visit to 
Santa Barbara county, where he attended 
the Teachers’ Institute at Santa Maria. He 
reports a full attendance at the Institute 
and an energetic, earnest corps of teachers, 
numbering seventy-five, occupying the ed­ 
ucational ground in Santa Barbara county. 
The discussions at the Institute were able, 
exhaustive and instructive. 
The Santa 
Maria people have erected a brick school- 
house, costing $10,000, of which they are 
justly proud, and so great is the interest in 
education, that at the evening lecture deliv­ 
ered by Superintendent Hoitt last Thursday 
in the Presbyterian Church, every seat was 
full, standing room was at a premium and 
many went away unable to gain entrance. 
Mr. Hoitt visited all of the schools in the 
city of San Luis Obispo on his way down, 
in company with the entire Board of School 
Trustees, who take a lively interest in the 
success of their schools, which appeared to 
be in excellent condition. 
The people of San Luis Obispo are jubi­ 
lant over tbe expectation that the Southern 
Pacific Company will soon extend its road 
from Templeton to their city. 
On his return trip Superintendent Hoitt 
visited the :c'_o It at Puso Rubles. The 
increase in the number of school children 
has been phenomenal during the past year. 
Last year the number of census children 
was less than fifty, and they employed one 
teacher. 
This year the census children 
number 190, and they employ three teach­ 
ers. They have erected anew school-house 
at a cost cf $5,000, which Is at once hand­ 
some and convenient, and the pride of 
teachers and pupils and people at large. 
Mr. Hoitt says thegood impulse given to the

the same time one of the great picture 
galleries of Lnglaud. 
There are «hung 120 
portraits, representing nearly every master 
from Holbein to Sir Martin Shee. 
This 
college being the official residence of the 
Sovereign when at Oxford, the great hall 
has been the scene of festivities scarcely 
equaled in English history. 
In the dome of the tower gateway hangs 
the great be j I of Oxford, the “ mighty 
Tom 
weighing 17,WO pounds, and the 
clapper 342 pounds. 
Every night, at ten 
minutes past 9, Tom tolls Í01 times, that 
being the number of students on the 
ancient foundation; and at ihe sound the 
gates are closed. ’ 
1 here are a thousand tilings worth 
seeing 
in every nook 
of this vener­ 
able pile; but we hasten to 
Trinitv 
College and thence to St. John’s, whose 
buildings are chiefly arranged iu two 
quadrangles, and then to Jesus and further 
along to \Y adham, lingering a long time 
at Pembroke College, for it was the resi­ 
dence of Johnson where he suflered extreme 
poverty, “ that rugged wild man of the 
desert,” as Carlyle calls him, “ awakened to 
t'ie feeling of himself,” and finally we 
cutch a glimpse of the most modern 
ol^ tHe colleges, Worcester, founded in 
1714. 
The day is far spent, and we must 
reluctantly say farewell to the place which 
has exercised more influence than anv 
other on the genius, character and fortune 
of the English nation. 
We would gladly 
renew our youth again and visit those holy 
shrines; but with or without the sight once 
more, we shall always cherish in our hearts 
a loving place for what Oxford has done 
for literature and art and science and re­ 
ligious thought.

“ Can you tell me, as well as thousands 
of o th er readers, how to acquire th e a b ility 
to stick to one tilin g ? 
If so, you w ill do 
ns tn incalculable favor.” 
E v id en tly our correspondent needs no 
hom ily upon th e m ischievous effects of 
fickleness and indecision. So far he is better 
oft th an some of his com panions in m isery. 
N ow if lie w ill really be free from th e 
slavery in to w hich lie has fallen, let him 
begin at th e beginning, and set about ac­ 
q uiring, little by little, th e h ab it of acting 
according to reason instead of .listen in g to 
every id le b reath of im pulse and passion 
T h ere is no jum ping into such a habit. 
T h e very w ord im plies som ething to w hich 
a m an m ust h ab itu ate him self. 
T h e w ill, 
like th e m em ory of any o th er faculty, is to 
be strengthened by exercise. 
L et him 
begin, then, to exercise his w ill, in o th er 
words, to act decidedly, both as to m atters 
in genera!, and, especially, as to th e m atter 
of his d aily em ploym ent. 
l ie has settled it th a t his present occu­ 
p ation is one for w hich he is well fitted. 
V ery w ell. 
N ow let h im act accordingly, 
treatin g all im pulses to change as so m any 
tem ptations to foolishness. 
W h at if lie 
lias forty such im pulses every day ? 
H e 
may still keep at his work, determ ined to 
excel in it. 
T he gym nast m ay feel never so lazy as 
he strips for h is h o u r of exercise; bu t if he 
keeps at th e pulley-w eights and th e dum b­ 
bells, his m uscles w ill be strengthened, his 
lazy feeling to th e contrary n o tw ith stan d ­ 
in g ; and th e p robability is th a t h e w ill 
not w ork very long before his listless mood 
w ill have passed aw ay an d been forgotten. 
L et our friend who w ishes to stren g th en 
his w ill follow th e sam e course. 
W h at he 
has to fear is n ot so m uch idle im pulses as 
idle actions. 
H is im pulses, it m ay be, he 
cannot h e lp ; his actions, like th e gym ­ 
nast's, arc w ith in his ow n pow er. 
W h eth er it be a m an’s arm s or his w ill 
th a t is under discipline, th e resu lt is a 
question only o f tim e and patience.—

Another table extending clear across the hall is 
kept well filled with the toothsome products ior 
gratuitous distribution among the Grand Repre­ 
sentatives and the mexnbois of the order gen­ 
eral y. ami, judging ¡rom the large crowd that 
surrounds this table, the hospitality oi the Patri 
archs is fully appreciated. 
A word regarding the exhibition may not be 
out of place. The principal features are the 
very fiue peaches and grapes, both of which are 
shown in large profusion and in large variety. 
A 771/es reporter was shown some especially 
meritorious samples of George's late peaches 
from Placer county, several varieties from Ei 
Dorado, and Comichea gra .es from .Sacra­ 
mento. Besides these, pears, plums, apples aud 
other fruits fill up the space, aud are arranged 
in an artistic m anner on the table-, several 
designs being well execu ed, showing various 
emblems of the order. The entire display is 
under the management of Chevalier J’. E. Piatt, 
who, as a member of tbe firm of \V. It. Strong £ 
Co., fruit shippers, devotes much of his time to 
the shipping of oranges from this section of the 
State 
The canton lias complimented various 
branches of the order by presenting them with 
quantities of the fruit, and distributes with the 
same a neat souvenir printed in colors, bearing 
the motto of the degree of emblems on the out­ 
side pages, and the iollowiug short address on 
the inner pages:

Sacramento city is located very near the center 
of the State of California, on the river of the 
same name. It is the capital city of Culi’oruia, 
and bus a population of nearly 40,000. 
Thirteen hundred odd Fellows live here, and 
support six flourishing lodges, two encamp 
meuts, two Rebecca Degree lodges, one Subor 
dinatc Degree lodge, one Grand Canton of Pa­ 
triarchs Militant, aud an Association oi Veteran 
Odd Fellows. Tbe order owns a temple valued 
at S15b,000, the corner-stone of which was luid 
by the Sovereign Lodge at its session of D69. 
Sacramento is located in the center of the 
great deciduous fruit-pioducing section of the 
■State, and it is from her depots that the ship­ 
ments of summer fruits to the East are mostly 
made. For this purpose special fast fruit trains 
are run curing tlie summer months, and an 
average of about thirty cars daily are sent te 
nearly every important city in the'Union. 
All liues of agriculture and horticulture are 
extensively followed in this favored section 
and, while fruit-growing in all its branches n 
last becoming a leading pursuit, still it is true 
that every kind of farming is profitable in the 
foothills and ou the broad acres of the valley in 
Central 
California. 
Fruits are early, and 
September finds the great bulk of the eroo 
gathered, but, as an imperfect sample of what 
is done in this line, Sacramento Canton. No. 1. 
begs leave to calf your attention to tlie display 
now exhibited, and, with its compliments, pre­ 
sents the same to you.

It has sometimes been said that there 
was some kind of jealousy between North­ 
ern and Southern California. This may be 
so, but onr experience has not continued 
the report, and certain it is that the Odd 
Fellows, at least, of this portion of the 
State do not entertain any animosity to 
wards ns of the north. As intimated above, 
everything has been done to help make our 
enterprise successful. We are much in­ 
debted to Coione! Eugene Germain and the 
Secretary of ihe committee, H. V. Van 
Dusen, Colonels Gault, Duprey and others 
for courtesies extended. 
This morning the annnal fair of the Los 
Angeles Puinological Society was opened 
in the Horticultural Pavilion, and we are 
Very much gratified to be invited t‘) make 
a display oi our fruits there also.

quantity of choice fruit was sent up and 
placed on exhibition with that shown by 
Los Angeies county. For this courtesy we 
feel deeply grateful to tlie officers of the 
society. 
The fair being gotten up as a 
special compiimeut to and for the edifica­ 
tion of the visiting thousands of Odd 
Fellows, it became a medium of unusual 
importance for the display of onr produc­ 
tions. 
I t is fair to say that the fair as a whole is 
a grand success and is being greatly ad­ 
mired, our portion receiving its full meed 
of praise.
